Lillian initi- 
ated a Personnel Policy for Town Employees and implemented 
a Summer Town Meeting. 

Lillian was appointed by the Superior Court as Registrar for 
the Carroll County Registry of Deeds in May 1982. After 23 
years in that position, she recently retired from public service. 
She has been a great asset to her local community, Carroll 
County, and the State of New Hampshire and is well respected 
by all who have had the opportunity of knowing her.

ARTICLE 2: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment 
#2 as proposed by the Planning Board as an amendment to 
the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance by amending 
the existing Wetlands Conservation Overlay District 
Ordinance within the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning 
Ordinance as follows (additions shown in italics and under- 
lined, deleterns-showrin-stke ut): 


Wetlands Conservation Overlay District 


ARTICLE II, Wetlands Conservation Overlay District 
§ 175-3. Title and authority. 
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A. This article shall be known as the "Wetlands 
Conservation Overlay District of the Town of 
Wolfeboro, NH, adopted March 13, 1990." 

B. By the authority granted in N.H. RSA 674:16-17 and 
674:20-21, and in the interest of public health, safety 
and general welfare, the Wolfeboro Wetlands 
Conservation Overlay District is hereby established to 
regulate the uses of lands subject to standing water, 
flooding, or high-water tables for extended periods of 
time. 


§ 175-4. Purpose and intent. 

A. The purpose of this article is to protect the public 
health, safety and general welfare by controlling and 
guiding the use of land areas which are subject to 
standing water, flooding, or high-water tables for 
extended periods of time. 

B. The intent of this article is: 

(1). To prevent the development of structures and 
land uses on naturally occurring wetlands which 
will contribute to pollution of surface and ground- 
water by sewage, sediment and/or noxious sub- 
stances; 

(2). To prevent the destruction of or significant 
changes to natural wetlands which provide flood 
protection, and trap sediment; 

(3). To protect rare, unique and unusual natural 
species, both flora and fauna; 

(4). To protect wildlife habitats and maintain ecologi- 
cal balances; 

(5). To protect existing and potential water supplies 
and aquifers (water-bearing strata) and aquifer 
recharge areas; 

(6). To prevent the expenditure of municipal funds for 
the purposes of providing and/or maintaining 
essential services and utilities which might be 
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required as a result of misuse or abuse of wet- 
lands; and 

(7). To protect the wetlands, watercourses and water 
bodies of the Town from degradation and help 
maintain their natural beauty. 


§ 175-5. Definitions. 

A. Definitions of the Zoning Ordinance are found in Article 
XXVII, the following supplementary definitions are pro- 
vided to explain the terms and phrases contained with- 
in the body of this article. 

B. As used in this article, the following terms shall have 
the meanings indicated: 


BASAL AREA -- The cross-sectional area of a tree 
measured at a height of 4 1/2 feet above the ground, 
usually expressed in square footage per acre for a 
stand of trees. 


BEST MANAGEMENT PRACTICES -- Applying the 
appropriate techniques to minimize disturbances and 
impact to the wetland resulting from those activities 
which will alter the natural character of the wetland. 


BOARD -- The Planning Board of the Town of 
Wolfeboro. 


CERTIFIED SOIL SCIENTIST -- An individual duly 
qualified in soil classification and mapping, certified by 
the New Hampshire Board of Natural Scientists under 
the provisions of RSA 310-A:75 et seq. 


COMMISSION -- Conservation Commission of the 
Town of Wolfeboro. 


DESIGNATED AGENT -- An individual designated by 
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the Conservation Commission to carry out its function 
and purpose. 


POLLUTION -- Harmful thermal effect or the contami- 
nation, or rendering unclean or impure of any wetland 
of the Town of Wolfeboro by reason of any waste or 
other materials discharged or deposited therein. This 
includes, but is not limited to, erosion resulting from 
any filling or excavation activity. 


SPECIAL USE PERMIT -- A permit for a use not oth- 
erwise permitted in the Wetlands Conservation Overlay 
District which may be granted by the Planning Board 
(as authorized by RSA 674:21 Il), provided it meets the 
criteria set forth in § 175-8. 


WCOD -- Wetlands Conservation Overlay District. 


WETLAND (PLANT) BIOLOGIST -- An individual duly 
qualified to identify and classify wetland vegetation. 


WETLANDS -- Areas which possess three essential 
characteristics: 

(1) HYDROPHYTIC VEGETATION -- Macrophytic 
plant life growing in water, soil or on a substrate 
that is at least periodically deficient in oxygen as 
a result of excessive water content; 

(2) HYDRIC SOILS -- Soils saturated, flooded, or 
ponded long enough during the growing season 
to develop anaerobic conditions in the upper 
part of the soil strata, and 

(3) WETLAND HYDROLOGY -- Permanent or peri- 
odic inundation or soil saturation to the surface, 
at least seasonally during an average rainfall 
year, and are further defined by the Federal 
Manual for Identifying and Delineating 
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Jurisdictional Wetlands authored by the Federal Interagency 
Committee for Wetland Delineation, 1987. 


§ 175-6. Definition and establishment; wetlands incor- 
rectly delineated. 
A. Definition and establishment of the Wetlands 
Conservation Overlay District. 
(1). District defined. 

(a) The Wetlands Conservation Overlay 
District is defined as those areas of the 
Town of Wolfeboro which meet the defini- 
tion of wetlands in § 175-5. In all cases, 
the precise location of wetland areas shall 
be determined by the actual character of 
the land, and the distribution of wetland 
indicators. Such determination shall be 
made by field inspection and testing con- 
ducted by a certified soil scientist and a 
wetland biologist. 

(6) Furthermore, the Town of Wolfeboro, in 
accordance with RSA 483-A:7, designates 
the following wetlands as prime wetlands: 

[1] Batson Pond. 

[2] Heath Brook Wetlands. 

[3] Perry Brook. 

[4] Warren Brook. 

[5] Ryefield Brook Wetland 
Complex. 

[6] Porcupine Brook Wetland 
Complex. 

[7] Clow's Brook Wetland Complex. 

[8] Willey Brook Wetlands Complex. 
[Added 3-13-2001 ATM] 

[9] Wiley Brook and Youngs Brook 
Wetlands Complex (Route 28 
and Pork Hill Road, NE). [Added 
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3-13-2001 ATM] 

[10] Sargent Pond Watershed. 
[Added 3-13-2001 ATM] 

[11] Harvey Brook. [Added 3-13- 
2001 ATM] 

[12]Hersey Brook Wetlands

(c) Areas designated as prime wetlands are 
delineated on the file maps in the 
Wolfeboro Town Hall. 

(2) The Commission or its designated agent(s) is 
encouraged to begin an inventory of all wetland 
areas, as defined by this article, and the creation 
of an Official Wetlands Map for the Town. The 
Commission may amend the inventory and map 
from time to time as information becomes avail- 
able relative to more accurate delineation of wet- 
lands within the Town. 

B. Wetlands incorrectly delineated. 

(1) If either the applicant or the Board questions the 
Wetland Conservation Overlay District bound- 
aries established under this article, the applicant 
shall engage a certified soil scientist and wetland 
biologist to conduct a field analysis to determine 
the precise location of the Wetland Conservation 
Overlay District boundaries on the effected prop- 
erties. The soil scientist and wetlands biologist 
shall submit a report of their findings to the Board 
and the Conservation Commission including, but 
not limited to, a revised map of the area in ques- 
tion, a written on-site field inspection report and 
test boring data if applicable. 

(2) Upon receipt of the report, the Board, in consulta- 
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tion with the Commission, may refer it for review 
to a certified soil scientist and wetlands biologist of 
its choosing. The applicant shall be responsible for 
any reasonable costs incurred by the Board in con- 
nection with this independent review. 


§ 175-7. Uses permitted without special use permit. 

A. The following uses shall be permitted in wetlands 
using best management practices to protect wetlands, 
provided said uses are otherwise permitted by this 
Part 1: the alteration of wetlands for the maintenance 
of single-family dwellings and duplexes and their relat- 
ed driveways and garages; the construction of new dri- 
veways to access building envelopes outside wetlands 
for the construction of new single-family and duplex 
dwellings; provided State Wetlands Board approval 
(RSA 482-A) has been recommended by the 
Commission. Where denial has been recommended, a 
special use permit shall be required. Alteration for the 
placement of septic system leach fields shall require a 
permit in all cases. In no case shall the following uses 
include the erection or construction of any structures 
or buildings; or the alteration of natural surface config- 
uration of prime wetlands by the addition of fill or by 
dredging; or the fill or dredging of 1,000 square feet or 
more of wetlands. [Amended 3-13-2001 ATM] 

(1) Forestry/tree farming limited to the removal of not 
more than 50% of the basal area of the standing 
timber in any ten-year period, leaving a well-dis- 
tributed stand of healthy, growing trees. 

(2) Grazing, farming, nurseries and cultivation and 
harvesting of crops using recognized soil conser- 
vation practices, including the protection of wet- 
land from pollution caused by animal waste, fertil- 
izers, pesticides and herbicides used in such cul- 
tivation. 
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(3) Wildlife refuges. 

(4) Outdoor parks and recreation purposes, being 
low-intensity uses, not involving structures, alter- 
ation of the terrain, or motorized wheeled vehi- 
cles. 

(5) Education, scientific research, conservation areas 
and nature trails. 

(6) Open spaces as permitted or required by the 
Subdivision Regulations or this Part 1. 

B. No person shall conduct or maintain other uses with- 
out first obtaining a special use permit as described in 
§ 175-8. 


§ 175-8. Special use permit. [Amended 3-13-2001 ATM; 
3-11-2003 ATM by Art. 6; 3-9-2004 ATM by Art. 3; 3-8- 
2005 ATM by Art. 2] 

A. A special use permit may be granted by the Board, 
after public notice and hearing, for undertaking the fol- 
lowing uses in the Wetlands Conservation Overlay 
District or the buffer zone. The application shall be 
referred to the Commission, the Code Officer and the 
Health Officer for review and comment at least 30 days 
prior to the public hearing. 

(1) Streets, utilities and recreational areas. Under the 
provisions of RSA 674:21, Subdivision Il, the 
Planning Board may grant approval for the con- 
struction of streets, roads and other accessways 
and utilities, including pipelines, powerlines and 
other transmission lines, single-family dwellings 
and recreational areas, provided that all of the fol- 
lowing conditions are found to exist: 

(a) No alternative location outside the wetland 
or buffer zone or which has less detrimental 
impact on a wetland is feasible. 

(6) The proposed construction is essential to 
the productive use of other land which is 
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not within the Wetland Conservation District 
and buffer zone. 

(c) Design, construction and maintenance 
methods will be such as to minimize detri- 
mental impact upon the wetland and will 
include restoration of the site nearly as pos- 
sible to its original grade and condition. 

(d) Economic advantage is not the sole reason 
for the proposed location of the construc- 
tion. 


(3) Water impoundments for the purposes of creating 
a waterbody for wildlife, firesafety, on-site deten- 
tion of surface runoff and/or recreational uses. 

(4) The undertaking of a use not otherwise permitted 
in the Wetlands Conservation Overlay District, if it 
can be shown that such proposed use is in accor- 
dance with all of the purposes and intentions list- 
ed in § 175-3 4. 

(5) The construction of a single-family home within 
the buffer zone on a lot created prior to March 
2003; provided, however no alternative location 
outside the wetland buffer exists or which has 
less detrimental impact on a wetland is feasible. 
The special use permit application for the devel- 
opment of a single-family home on a lot which 
requires no State Wetlands Bureau dredge or fill 
permit for house placement, driveway crossings, 
site grading and/or septic and well placement 
shall be processed by the Technical Review 
Committee in accordance with section § 175- 
184, Minor site plan review. 

C. The Board shall regulate any operation within or use of 
a wetland involving removal or deposition of material, 
or any obstruction, construction, alteration or pollution, 
of such wetlands unless such operation or use is per- 
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mitted pursuant to § 175-7. 

D. Any person found to be conducting or maintaining an 
activity without the prior authorization of the Board, or 
violating any other provision of this article, shall be 
subject to the enforcement proceedings and penalties 
prescribed in § 175-10 and any other remedies pro- 
vided by law. 

E. A special use permit shall be valid for a period of two 
years from the date of issue and shall expire if the use 
granted is not implemented and completed by that 
time, unless an extension is specified and approved by 
the Board in consultation with the Commission. 

F. Buffer zone. 

(1) No other building activity, including but not limited 
to buildings, structures, roads and parking areas, 
shall be permitted within 50 feet of any poorly 
drained soil, except as provided in §§ 175-7 and 
175-8, nor shall such building activity be permitted 
within 75 feet of any very poorly drained soil. 

(2) A failed septic system within 75 feet of any Hydric 
A soils and 50 feet from Hydric B soils must be 
replaced on land outside the buffer zone, unless 
the Health Officer makes a determination that 
such placement is not physically possible. A spe- 
cial use permit shall be required to place a new or 
failed system within the Hydric A and Hydric B 
soils buffer zone. 


§ 175-9. Considerations for decisions. 

A. The Board shall consider the following in making its 

decision on an application: 
(1) The application and its supporting documentation. 
(2) Public comments, evidence and testimony from a 

public hearing. 

(3) Reports from the Commission, the Health Officer 

and the Code Officer. 
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(4) The Board may also consider comments on any 
application from the Carroll County Soil 
Conservation District, the Lakes Region Planning 
Commission, NH Wetlands Board, the US Army 
Corps of Engineers or other technical agencies or 
Organizations which may undertake additional 
studies or investigations. 

(5) Compliance with all of the conditions set forth in § 
175-8A(1). [Amended 3-9-2003 ATM by Art. 3] 

B. Standards and criteria for decision. The Board shall 
consider all relevant facts and circumstances in mak- 
ing its decision on any application for a permit, includ- 
ing but not limited to the following: 

(1) The environmental impact of the proposed action, 
including: 

(a) The effects on the wetland's capacity to 
support fish and wildlife; 

(60) The control and/or limit of downstream of 
flooding; 

(c) The supply and protection of surface and 
groundwaters; 

(d) The control of sediment; 

(e) The facilitation of drainage; 

(f) The control of pollution; 

(g) The support of recreational activities; and 

(hn) The promotion of public health and safety. 

(2) The character and degree of injury to, or interfer- 
ences with safety, health, or the reasonable use of 
property, including abutting or downstream proper- 
ty, which would be caused or threatened by the 
proposed activity, or the creation of conditions 
which may do so. This includes recognition of 
potential damage from erosion; turbidity; siltation; 
loss of fish and wildlife and their habitat; loss of 
unique habitat having demonstrable natural, sci- 
entific or educational value; loss or diminution of 
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beneficial aquatic organisms and wetland plants; the 
dangers of flooding and pollution; and the destruction 
of the economic, esthetic, recreational and other pub- 
lic and private uses and values of wetlands to the 
community. 


§ 175-9.1 Wetlands Boundary Monumentation 
A, Applicability: The Wolfeboro Conservation 
Commission and/or Wolfeboro Planning Board may 
require wetland boundaries to be marked in order to 
prevent encroachment. This section applies to: 

1. Any development subject to an application for 
building permit, Special Use Permit, subdivision or 
site plan approval. 

2. Any development approved before the effective 
date of this section that is determined to be in vio- 
lation of any wetlands buffer required that existed 
at the time the development was approved; or 

3. Any activity within a wetlands or wetland buffer that 
was undertaken without obtaining a required spe- 
cial exception. 


B. Wetlands shall be delineated by a State of New 
Hampshire Certified Wetlands Scientist. Markers 
should be placed at 50’+/- intervals along the total wet- 
land boundary following its general contour. ‘ 


C. Care shall be taken to insure that markers are placed 
with the appropriate spacing at points closest to any 
proposed or existing structure located on the property. 


D. The cost shall be borne by the applicant / developer or 
their successors in interest. 
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§ 175-10. Administration and enforcement. 


A. 


The Board is hereby authorized and empowered to 
adopt such rules and require such reasonable fees as 
are necessary for the efficient administration of this 
article. 

Upon receipt of any information in writing that this arti- 
cle is being violated, the Code Officer shall notify in 
writing the owner and tenant of the property on which 
the violation is alleged to occur with a copy of such 
notification to the Board and the Commission. Where 
appropriate, the Board and/or the Commission may 
notify the New Hampshire Wetlands Board and/or the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers of the violation. 


. A civil penalty not to exceed the statutory maximum 


may be imposed for each day that such violation is 
found by the court to continue after the conviction date 
or after the date on which the violator received written 
notice from the Town that he Is in violation, whichever 
is earlier. 


. Any penalty awarded by the court for violation of this 


article shall be deposited in the Wolfeboro 
Conservation Fund established under RSA 36-A:5 after 
deduction of any fees and costs incurred by the Town 
that are not otherwise reimbursed. 


ARTICLE 3: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment 
#3 as proposed by the Planning Board as an amendment to 
the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance by adding a 
new ordinance to authorize the establishment and adminis- 
tration of impact fees. The proposed ordinance is as follows 
(additions shown in italics and underlined): 


IMPACT FEES 
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Authority. 


These regulations are authorized by New Hampshire RSA 
674:21, V, and other pertinent state law, as an innovative 
land use control. Under this authority, new development in 
the Town of Wolfeboro may be assessed impact fees in pro- 


portion to its demand on the capital facilities of the Town and 
its School District. 


Findings. 


A. The Master Plan and Capital Improvements Program 
demonstrate that new growth and development are 
anticipated in residential and non-residential sectors 
which will necessitate increased public expenditures to 
provide adequate public facilities. 

B. The Town of Wolfeboro is responsible for and commit- 
ted to the provision of public facilities and services at 
standards determined to be necessary by the Town, to 
support residential and non-residential growth and 
development in a manner which protects and promotes 
the public health, safety and welfare. 

C. The Planning Board, with the assistance from all 
department heads, has prepared and regularly updates 
a Capital Improvements Program 

D. The Town Manager, with the assistance from all depart- 
ment heads, prepares and regularly updates the Town 
Budget. 


Purpose. 


The following regulations shall govern the assessment of 
impact fees for public capital facilities to accommodate the 
demands of new development on these facilities. These 
provisions are intended to: 

A. Assist in the implementation of the Master Plan; 
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B. Provide for the public capital facilities necessitated by 
new development; 

C. Assess an equitable share of the growth-related cost of 
new and expanded public capital facilities to new devel- 
opment in proportion to the facility demands created by 
that development. 


Definitions. 


A. Fee payer means the applicant for a subdivision, site 
plan approval, or building permit that includes “new 
development” (as defined in this Article) that is subject 
to the assessment of an impact fee, or the successor or 
assign of the original applicant at the time any impact 
fee becomes due and payable. 


B. Impact fee means a fee or assessment imposed upon 
development,_including subdivision, building construc- 
tion or other land use change, in order to help meet the 
needs occasioned by the development for the construc- 
tion or improvement of capital facilities owned or oper- 
ated by the municipality, including but not limited _to 
water treatment and distribution facilities; wastewater 
treatment and disposal facilities; sanitary sewers; storm 
water, drainage and flood control facilities; public road 
systems and rights-of-way; municipal office facilities; 
public school facilities; the municipality’s proportional 
share of capital facilities of a cooperative or regional 
school district of which the municipality is a member: 
public safety facilities; solid waste collection, transfer, 
recycling, processing and disposal facilities; public 
library facilities; and public recreation facilities, not 
including public open space. 





C. New development means an activity that results in: 


1. The creation of one or more new dwelling 
units: 
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2. The conversion of an existing dwelling from 
seasonal to potential year round use; or 


3._ The conversion of a legally existing use, or 
additions thereto, which would result in a net 


increase in the number of dwelling units; or 





4. Construction resulting in a new _non-resi- 
dential building or a net increase in the floor 
area of any non-residential building; or 


5. The conversion of a lawful existing use to 
another use if such change would result in a 
net increase in the demand on public capital 


facilities that are the subject of impact fee 
assessments; however. 





For the purpose of this paragraph, new devel- 
opment shall not include the replacement of an 
existing manufactured housing unit or the 
reconstruction of a structure that has been 
substantially destroyed by fire or natural disas- 
ter where there is no change in size, density, 
or type of use that would increase the demand 


on capital facilities for which impact fees are 
assessed. 


D. Off-site improvements means those improvements 
that are necessitated by a development, but which are 
located outside the boundaries of a property that is 
subject to subdivision or site plan approval by the 
Planning Board. 


E. Public open space means a parcel of land essentially 
unimproved and available to the public only for passive 
recreational uses such as walking, sitting, picnicking, 
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table games, natural resource conservation, and simi- 
lar uses. Town parks which do not include “public 
recreation facilities” constitute public open space within 
the meaning of this Article. 


F. Public recreation facilities means the land and facili- 


ties owned or operated by the Town of Wolfeboro, 
other than public open space, which are designed for 
the conduct of recreational sports or other active 
leisure time uses of an organized nature, which include 
equipment or substantial improvements to the land to 
provide active indoor or outdoor public recreation pro- 
grams. 


G. School District means the Governor Wentworth 


Regional School District, of which the Town of 
Wolfeboro is a member municipality. 


Authority to Assess Impact Fees. 

The Planning Board is hereby authorized to assess impact 
fees, as herein defined, and in accordance with the stan- 
dards herein set forth. The Planning Board shall have the 
authority to adopt regulations to implement the provisions of 
this Article and to delegate the administrative functions of 
impact fee assessment, collection and disbursement. 





Standards and Basis of Assessment. 


A. The amount of any impact fee shall be a proportional 
share of public facility improvement costs which are 
reasonably related to the capital needs created by the 
new development, and to the benefits accruing to the 
new development from the capital improvements 
financed by the fee. 


B. The Planning Board may prepare, adopt, or amend 
studies, reports, or cost allocation procedures that are 
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consistent with the above standards, and which define 


a basis for impact fee assessment for public capital 


facilities, and the impact fee assessment schedules 
therefore. 





C. No methodology, cost allocation procedure, or other 
basis of assessment, nor related impact fee sched- 
ules, or changes in the basis of assessment or the fee 
schedules, shall become effective until it shall have 
been the subject of a public hearing before the 
Planning Board. 





D. In the case of new development created by conversion 
or modification of an existing use, the impact fee shall 
be based upon the net positive increase in the impact 
fee assessed for the new use as compared to the 
highest impact fee that was or would have been 


assessed for the previous use in existence on or after 
that effective date of this Article. 


E. Upgrading of existing Town facilities and infrastructure, 
the need for which is not created by new development, 
shall not be paid for by impact fees. 


F. New development, once assessed an impact fee, shall 


not be eligible for a reduction as a result in the change 
in the basis of assessment. 


Review and Change in Assessment Schedules. 

The impact fee assessment schedules shall be reviewed 
annually by the Planning Board, along with the foundation 
documents that provide the basis for the assessment sched- 
ules. Such review may result in recommended adjustments in 
one_or more of the fees based on the most recent data as 
they affect the variables in the fee calculations. Changes in 
the impact fee assessment schedules shall be effective when 
adopted by the Planning Board following a public hearing. 
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Assessment and Collection of Impact Fees. 

A. Where subdivision or site plan approval is required for 
new development, impact fees shall be assessed at 
the time of Planning Board approval of a subdivision 
plat or site plan. 


B. When no Planning Board approval is required, or has 
been made prior to the adoption or amendment of the 
impact fee Article, impact fees shall be assessed prior 
to, or as a condition for, the issuance of a building per- 


mit, based upon the impact fee assessment schedule 
in effect at that time; 





C. Impact fees shall be collected at the time a certificate 
of occupancy is issued. If no certificate of occupancy 
is required, impact fees shall be collected at the time 
new development has been inspected by the town and 
determined to be complete. 


D. The Planning Board and the fee payer may establish 
an alternate, mutually acceptable schedule of payment 
of impact fees. If an alternate schedule of payment is 
established, the Planning Board shall require the appli- 
cant to post surety, in the form of a cash bond, letter of 
credit, or performance bond so as to guarantee future 
payment of assessed impact fees. 


Waivers. 

The Planning Board may grant full or partial waivers of 
impact fees where the Board finds that one or more of the 
following criteria are met with respect to the particular public 


capital facilities for which impact fees are normally 
assessed: 


A. A fee payer may request a full or partial waiver of pub- 
lic school impact fees for those residential units that 
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are lawfully restricted to occupancy only by senior citi- 
zens age 55 or over in a development that is also 
maintained _in compliance with the provisions of RSA 
354-A: 15, Housing for Older Persons. The Planning 
Board may waive school impact fee assessments on 
restricted-occupancy units where it finds that the prop- 
erty will be bound by lawful deeded restrictions on 
occupancy by senior citizens age 55 or over in perpe- 
tuity. A dwelling unit with said restriction found to be in 
violation of the deed restriction shall be assessed a 
one time school impact fee. Collection of an impact 
fee shall not constitute acceptance/approval of the vio- 


lation for the purpose of compliance with any other 
Town Ordinance. 


B. A fee payer may request from the Planning Board a 
full or partial waiver of impact fee assessments 
imposed by this Article in the amount not to exceed the 
Value _ of land, facilities construction, or other contribu- 
tions made by that fee payer toward public capital 
facilities. The value of such contributions or improve- 
ments shall be credited only toward facilities of like 
kind, and may not be credited to other categories of 
capital improvements for which impact fees are 
assessed. All costs incurred by the Town for the 
review of a proposed waiver, including consultant and 
counsel fees, shall be paid by the person or entity 
requesting the waiver. 





C. The value of exactions for off-site improvements which 


are required by the Planning Board pursuant to RSA 
674:21, Vij) as a result of subdivision or site plan 


review are not eligible for waiver. 
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Fund Management. 


A. 


All funds collected shall be properly identified and 
promptly transferred for deposit into an individual pub- 
lic capital facilities impact fee account for each of the 
facilities for which fees are assessed, and shall be 
used solely for the purposes specified in the impact 
fee assessment schedules adopted by the Planning 
Board. Under no circumstances shall any impact fee 
be placed in the Town’s general fund. 





. The Town Treasurer shall have custody of all impact 


fee accounts, and shall pay out the same only upon 
written instructions from the Town Manager. 


. The Town Finance Director shall_record all fees paid, 


by date of payment and the name of the person mak- 
ing payment, and shall maintain an updated record of 
the current ownership, tax map and lot reference num- 
ber of properties for which fees have been paid under 
this Article for a period of at least six (6) years. 


. At the end of each fiscal year, the Town’s Finance 


Director shall make a report to the Town and the 
School District, giving a particular account of all public 
capital facilities impact fee transactions during the 
year. 


. Funds withdrawn from the public capital facilities 


impact fee accounts shall be used solely for the pur- 
pose of acquiring, constructing, expanding or equip- 


ping the public capital facilities for which the impact 
fees were assessed. 


In the event that bonds or similar debt instruments 


have been issued for public capital facilities which were 
constructed in anticipation of new development, or are 
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issued for advanced provision of capital facilities iden- 
tified in this Article, impact fees that are assessed later 


for the same capital facilities may be used to pay debt 
service on such bonds or similar debt instruments. 


Refund of Fees Paid. 


The fee payer or the fee payer’s successors or assigns shall 
be entitled to a refund of all or a portion of any impact fee 


paid, including accrued interest, under the following circum- 
stances: 


A. Where all or a portion of the impact fee has not 
become encumbered or otherwise legally bound to be 
spent for the purpose for which it was collected within 
six years from the date of collection; or 


B. Where the legislative body of the Town or the Governor 
Wentworth Regional School District, as the case may 
be, has failed to appropriate its share of the capital 
improvement costs for which the impact fee was col- 
lected within six years from the date of collection. 


The Town shall provide the fee payer or the fee payer’s suc- 
cessors or assigns to whom the refund is to be made a writ- 


ten notice of the amount to be refunded, to include the sepa- 
rate identification of the amount of accrued interest. 


Other Authority Retained. 

This Article shall not be deemed to affect other authority of 
the Planning Board over subdivisions and site plans, includ- 
ing, but not limited to: 

A. The authority of the Planning Board to declare a 
development to be premature or scattered in 
accordance with the regulations of the Board and 
in accordance with RSA 674:36, II(a); or 
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B. The authority of the Planning Board to require the 
payment of exactions for off-site improvements for 
highway, drainage, sewer and water upgrades 
necessitated by the development, in accordance 
with the provisions of RSA 674:21, V(j): or 


C. Other authority of the Town of Wolfeboro to 
assess other fees under the authority of other 
statutes, ordinances of the Town of Wolfeboro or 
the Wolfeboro Planning Board Site Plan Review 
and Subdivision Regulations. 





The provisions of this Article are subject to the protections 
afforded certain lots under RSA 674:39. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town of Wolfeboro will vote to 
approve the adoption of an amendment to the Wolfeboro 
Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


1. Article XX “Agricultural District” be amended by 
adding the following provision to “Section 175-125, 
Permitted uses” as sub-paragraph “L” making 
Contractor’s Yards a permitted use in this Zone: 


: Contractor’s Yard. provided, however, the follow- 
ing additional criteria are met: 

(1) That the proposed use, including all 
improvements, is set back 50 feet from the 
front property line, and at least 25 feet 
from all other lot lines. The side and rear 
setback areas shall be reserved as a nat- 
ural vegetative buffer. 

(2) The improved area, used for storing vehi- 
cles, equipment and supplies shall be

A fifty-foot setback from 
wetlands is required for bulk storage.” 

(4) That any Lot so utilized be no less than 5 
acres in size, have access to and no less 
than 500 feet of frontage on a Town Road 
or State Highway and must lie outside the 
Historic District.

Association having appealed the granting of this special 
exception to the Carroll County Superior Court.

TOWN ELECTIONS 
AND 
DELIBERATIVE SESSION, 
FEBRUARY 7, 2006 


The Deliberative Session was held in the Kingswood 
Regional High School Auditorium on February 7, 2006. The 
Moderator called the meeting to order at 7:00 P.M. and intro- 
duced the members of the Budget Committee, Board of 
Selectmen, Town Manager, Town Counsel and Town Clerk. 
The Moderator introduced the candidates that would be 
appearing on the March 14" ballot. He then announced the 
procedure he would be following in conducting the meeting 
and also announced that Articles 2 through six relating to 
the planning and zoning would be voted on March 14, 2006. 

ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of one million seven hundred seventy 
one thousand seven hundred forty dollars ($1,771,740) for 
the purpose of meeting the requirements of the New 
Hampshire Department of Environmental Services 
Administrative Order dated April 19, 2005, and implementing 
improvements at the wastewater treatment facility in accor- 
dance with the management plan developed by Wright- 
Pierce dated December, 2005, said sum to be in addition to 
any federal, state or private funds that may also be made 
available for these purposes. Further to authorize the 
issuance of not more than one million seven hundred thirty 
seven thousand dollars ($1,737,000) of bonds or notes for 
these purposes in accordance with the provisions of the 
Municipal Finance Act, RSA Chapter 33, and to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds 
or notes and to determine the rate of interest, maturity and 
other terms for this purpose; and to further authorize the 
sum of thirty four thousand seven hundred forty dollars | 
($34,740) to be utilized for any interest payment during | 
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2006. (Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator 
read the Article in its’ entirety and called for discussion and 
recognized Peter Atherton from Wright-Pearce Engineering 
firm. Mr. Atherton explained the purpose of the Article men- 
tioning that it is to meet the administrative order issued by 
the Department of Environmental Services, and to begin to 
implement wastewater improvements in accordance with a 
management plan and went on further to explain what has 
to be accomplished. The Moderator called for further dis- 
cussion on article 7 and recognized Suzanne Ryan who 
made the following amendment, “to after April 19, 2005, add 
"begin implementing and improving”.” And after December, 
2005, add the following: “the management plan consists of 
Phase One as follows: “engineering design, construction 
engineering and site investigation and evaluation including a 
sum of a hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($150,000) rep- 
resenting a placeholder for future land acquisition. Phase 
Two and Three for 2007 and 2008, projected cost is sixteen 
million, two hundred and twenty-one thousand, six eight- 
nine ($16,221,689) for actual improvements and implemen- 
tation of wastewater disposal needs and will be in addition to 
the above-requested one million, seven hundred and sev- 
enty-one thousand, seven forty ($1,771,740).” Motion sec- 
onded. Mrs. Ryan explained her amendment. Discussion 
followed. The Moderator called for further discussion and 
seeing none called for a voice vote and the voice vote was 
in the negative and the amendment failed. The Moderator 
asked for further discussion and recognized Suzanne Ryan 
who proposed an amendment that would add the words “for 
Phase One’ after the parentheses of one million seven hun- 
dred and thirty-seven thousand dollars. Motion seconded. 
The moderator called for discussion on the amendment and 
seeing none called for a voice vote. Voice vote was too 
close to call, so the Moderator called for the show of voting 
cards. The results of the hand count was 59 yes and 54 No. 
The Amendment passes. 

After a lengthy discussion the Moderator called for further 
discussion and seeing none stated that Article 7 would 
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appear on the ballot as amended. The results of the voting 
on March 14, 2006 was 1687 yes and 393 No 

ARTICLE 8: To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of six hundred twelve thousand 
dollars ($612,000) for the purpose of addressing a portion of 
the infiltration/inflow problems within the sewer collection 
system as described in the Wright-Pierce report dated 
September 2004, said sum to be in addition to any federal, 
state or private funds made available therefor; and in accor- 
dance with RSA Chapter 33, the Municipal Finance Act, to 
authorize the issuance of bonds or notes not exceeding six 
hundred thousand dollars ($600,000) for said purpose, and 
to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate 
such bonds or notes, and to determine the rate of interest 
thereon and the maturity and other terms for this purpose; 
and further to authorize the sum of twelve thousand dollars 
($12,000) to be utilized for any interest payment during 
2006. (Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by Budget Committee) The Moderator read 
Article 8 in its entirety and called for discussion and recog- 
nized Rick Davey from Wright-Pearce Engineers who 
explained the purpose of the article. The Moderator called 
for further discussion on the article and recognized Curt Pike 
who made a motion to amend Article 8 “by reducing the 
amount of $612,000 by $50,000 leaving the total to be 
$562,000” , motion seconded for discussion and the 
Moderator recognized Selectman Murray who explained that 
the $50,000 was not in the $612,000 figure and that it was 
only put on the information sheet for this article to make the 
voters better understand that we were working on the inflow 
that is going in, looking for storm drains, looking for sump 
pumps in the system, and that’s is why it is saying it is in the 
operating budget. The six hundred and twelve thousand 
dollars is only for the infiltration part. Mr. Pike withdrew his 
amendment. Further discussion followed. The Moderator 
called for further discussion and seeing none announced 
that Article 8 would appear on the ballot as submitted. The 
results of the voting on March 14, 2006 was 1750 Yes and 
333 No 
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ARTICLE 9: To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of six hundred twelve thousand 
dollars ($612,000) for the purpose of constructing a compost 
area at the wastewater treatment facility in accordance with 
the Administrative Order by Consent dated March 26, 2003 
with the State of New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services, said sum to be in addition to any 
federal, state or private funds made available therefor; and 
in accordance with RSA Chapter 33, the Municipal Finance 
Act, to authorize the issuance of bonds or notes not exceed- 
ing six hundred thousand dollars ($600,000) for said pur- 
pose, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes, and to determine the rate of 
interest thereon and the maturity and other terms for this 
purpose; and further to authorize the sum of twelve thou- 
sand dollars ($12,000) to be utilized for any interest pay- 
ment during 2006. (Recommended by Board of 
selectmen)(Recommended by Budget Committee) The 
Moderator read Article 9 in its entirety and called for discus- 
sion and recognized Scott Lees, Director of Water and 
Sewer Utilities who made a short presentation.

ARTICLE 10: To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of one hundred fifty three thousand 
dollars ($153,000) for the purpose of replacing the force 
main at the wastewater treatment plant which carries the 
_ treated wastewater to the storage lagoon, said sum to be in 
addition to any federal, state or private funds made available 
therefor; and in accordance with RSA Chapter 33, the 
Municipal Finance Act, to authorize the issuance of bonds or 
notes not exceeding one hundred fifty thousand dollars 
($150,000) for said purpose, and to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes, and 
to determine the rate of interest thereon and the maturity 
and other terms for this purpose; and further to authorize the 
sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000) to be utilized for any 
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interest payment during 2006. (Recommended by Board of 
Selectmen)(Recommended by Budget Committee) ) The 
Moderator read Article 10 in its entirety and called for dis- 
cussion and recognized Scott Lees, Director of Water and 
Sewer Utilities, who explained the purpose of the Article.

The 
voice vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator 
announced that Article 10 would appear on the ballot as 
amended. The results of the voting on March 14, 2006 was 
1754 Yes and 282 No. 

ARTICLE 11: To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of three hundred forty three thou- 
sand eight hundred seven dollars ($343,807) to reimburse 
the State of New Hampshire for the replacement of the Town 
water and sewer line at the Smith River Bridge, said sum to 
be in addition to any federal, state or private funds made 
available therefor; and in accordance with RSA Chapter 33, 
the Municipal Finance Act, to authorize the issuance of 
bonds or notes not exceeding three hundred thirty three 
thousand eight hundred seven dollars ($333,807) for said 
purpose, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue 
and negotiate such bonds or notes, and to determine the 
rate of interest thereon and the maturity and other terms for 
this purpose; and further to authorize the sum of ten thou- 
sand dollars ($10,000) to be utilized for any interest pay- 
ment during 2006. (Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by Budget Committee) The Moderator read 
Article 11 in its entirety and called for discussion and recog- 
nized a representative from Wright-Pearce who explained 
the Article. The Moderator called for further discussion on

ARTICLE 12: To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of four hundred eight thousand dol- 
lars ($408,000) for the purpose of repairing the water leak 
under the Main Street bridge, said sum to be in addition to 
any federal, state or private funds made available therefor; 
and in accordance with RSA Chapter 33, the Municipal 
Finance Act, to authorize the issuance of bonds or notes not 
exceeding four hundred thousand dollars ($400,000) for said 
purpose, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue 
and negotiate such bonds or notes, and to determine the 
rate of interest thereon and the maturity and other terms for 
this purpose; and further to authorize the sum of eight thou- 
sand dollars ($8,000) to be utilized for any interest payment 
during 2006. (Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by Budget Committee) The Moderator read 
Article 12 in its’ entirety and called for discussion and recog- 
nized a representative from Wright-Pearce who explained 
the article. The Moderator called for further discussion and 
seeing none, announced that Article 12 would appear on the 
ballot as submitted. The results of the voting, of March 14, 
2006,was 1827 Yes and 248 No. 

ARTICLE 13: To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of four hundred eight thousand dol- 
lars ($408,000) for the maintenance of Town roads; said 
sum to be in addition to any federal, state or private funds 
made available therefor; and in accordance with RSA 
Chapter 33, the Municipal Finance Act, to authorize the 
issuance of bonds or notes not exceeding four hundred 
thousand dollars ($400,000) for said purpose, and to autho- 
rize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such 
bonds or notes, and to determine the rate of interest thereon 
and the maturity and other terms for this purpose; and fur- 
ther to authorize the sum of eight thousand dollars ($8,000) 
to be utilized for any interest payment during 2006. 
(Recommended by Board of Selectmen)(Recommended by 
Budget Committee) The Moderator read Article 13 in its 
entirety and called for discussion and recognized Town 
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Manager, Paul Skowron who referred the voters to the hand- 
out that provided the list of roadways that are planned to be 
accomplished during 2006. The Moderator called for further 
discussion and recognized John Burt who made the follow- 
ing amendment: “to remove the bonding out of the article” 
and explained his reasoning. After the word therefore, there 
would be a period eliminating the bonding aspect of the arti- 
cle. Motion seconded. The Moderator called for further dis- 
cussion and recognized Selectman Burgoyne who explained 
why the Board decided to bond the roads. Further discus- 
sion followed. The Moderator called for further discussion 
on the proposed amendment and seeing none, called for a 
voice vote on Article 13, as amended. The voice vote was 
in the affirmative and the Moderator declared Article 13 
amended and called for further discussion and recognized 
John Burt who made a motion to amend Article 13 by 
“reducing the $408,000 ($408,000) to three hundred thou- 
sand ($300,000). Motion seconded for discussion. The 
Moderator read the Article as amended and recognized 
John Burt to explain the amendment. The Moderator called 
for discussion on the article as amended. Discussion fol- 
lowed. The Moderator, seeing no further discussion, called 
for a voice vote on the article as amended. The voice vote 
was in the negative and the amendment failed. The 
Moderator called for further discussion on the article and 
recognized Suzanne Ryan who made a motion “to amend 
the $408,000 by $8,000 making it four hundred thousand 
($400,000) since the previous vote was to remove the bond- 
ing” Motion seconded for discussion. There being no further 
discussion, the Moderator called for a voice vote on the arti- 
cle as amended. The voice vote was in the affirmative and 
the Moderator declared that Article 13 would appear on the 
ballot as amended. The results of the voting on March 14, 
2006, was 1879 Yes and 179 No. 

ARTICLE 14: To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of one million nine hundred twenty 
thousand one hundred fifty dollars ($1,920,150) for the 
reconstruction of Sewall Road; said sum to be in addition to 
any federal, state or private funds made available therefor; 
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and in accordance with RSA Chapter 33, the Municipal 
Finance Act, to authorize the issuance of bonds or notes not 
exceeding one million eight hundred eighty two thousand 
five hundred dollars ($1,882,500) for said purpose, and to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate 
such bonds or notes, and to determine the rate of interest 
thereon and the maturity and other terms for this purpose; 
and further to authorize the sum of thirty seven thousand six 
hundred fifty dollars ($37,650) to be utilized for any interest 
payment during 2006. (Recommended by Board of 
Selectmen)(Recommended by Budget Committee) The 
Moderator read Article 14 in its entirety and called for dis- 
cussion and recognized Rick Davey, from Wright-Pearce 
Engineering, who explained the project. A lengthy discus- 
sion followed and the Moderator called for further discussion 
and seeing none, declared that Article 14 would appear on 
the ballot as submitted. The results of the voting on March 
14, 2006, was 1016 Yes and 1072 No. 

ARTICLE 15: To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of eighty two thousand six hundred 
twenty dollars ($82,620) for the purpose of replacing the 
bridge along the Russell C. Chase Bridge Falls Pathway, 
said sum to be in addition to any federal, state or private 
funds made available therefor; and in accordance with RSA 
Chapter 33, the Municipal Finance Act, to authorize the 
issuance of bonds or notes not exceeding eighty one thou- 
sand dollars ($81,000) for said purpose, and to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or 
notes, and to determine the rate of interest thereon and the 
maturity and other terms for this purpose; and further to 
authorize the sum of one thousand six hundred twenty dol- 
lars ($1,620) to be utilized for any interest payment during 
2006. (Recommended by Board of Selectmen)(Not 
Recommended by Budget Committee) The Moderator read 
Article 15 in its entirety and called for discussion and recog- 
nized Town Manager, Paul Skowron who explained the arti- 
cle. The Moderator called for further discussion and recog- 
nized John Burt who made a motion to amend Article 15 by 
“putting a period after the word ‘private funds available 
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therefor” and deleting the rest of the paragraph. Motion sec- 
onded for discussion. The Moderator recognized Mr. Burt 
who again explained that by deleting this section of the 
Article it would eliminate the bond funding. The Moderator 
called for further discussion on the article as amended and 
seeing none read the article as amended and called for a 
voice vote on the article as amended. Voice vote was in the 
affirmative. The Moderator then recognized Mr. Burt who 
made a motion to “change the eighty-two thousand, six-hun- 
dred and twenty dollars ($82,620) to eighty-one thousand 
dollars ($81,000), eliminating the interest for 2006. Motion 
seconded for discussion. The Moderator called for further 
discussion on Article 15 and seeing none called for a voice 
vote on the proposed amendment. Voice vote was in the 
affirmative and the Moderator declared that Article 15 would 
appear on the ballot as amended. The results of the voting 
on March 14, 2006 was 1462 Yes and 624 No. 

ARTICLE 16: Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an 
operating budget, not including appropriations by special 
warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, 
the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant 
or aS amended by the vote of the first session, for the pur- 
poses set forth therein totaling $17,899,280? Should this 
article be defeated the operating budget shall be 
$16,264,876, which is the same as last year, with certain 
adjustments required by the previous action of the Town or 
by law; or the governing body may hold one special meet- 
ing, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up 
the issue of a revised operating budget only. The Moderator 
read Article 16 in its’ entirety and called for discussion and 
recognized John Burt who did a power point presentation on 
the budget. The Moderator called for discussion on Article 
16 and recognized Selectman Murray who commended the 
members of the Budget Committee and the Board of 
Selectmen for coming up with a budget that is reasonable 
and necessary for the voters to pass. The Moderator then 
recognized John Bosa who made a motion to amend Article 
16 to “add five thousand fifty dollars ($5,050) to replace the 
money that was cut out of the budget for the Treasurer and 
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Budget Committee members”. Motion seconded for discus- 
sion. Discussion followed. The Moderator asked for further 
discussion and seeing none, called for a voice vote on 
Article 16 as amended. The voice vote was unclear, so the 
Moderator asked for a show of voter cards. The hand count 
was 40 yes and 82 no, the amendment failed. The 
Moderator recognized Charlene Seibel “to increase line item 
4130-4139 by three thousand six hundred and fifty dollars 
($3,650) for the Wolfeboro Community Television” Motion 
seconded for discussion with Charlene Seibel explaining 
that the original request to the Budget Committee was forty- 
three thousand, six hundred and fifty dollars ($43,650) and 
the Budget Committee cut to to forty thousand dollars 
($40,000) and explained why this additional amount was 
needed for funding the programs. The Moderator recog- 
nized Mr. Thayer, a member of the Budget Committee, who 
spoke against the amendment. The Moderator recognized 
Selectman Burgoyne who spoke in favor of the amendment. 
A lengthy discussion followed. The Moderator, after calling 
for further discussion and seeing none, called for a voice 
vote on Article 16 as amended. Voice vote was in the affir- 
mative and the Moderator stated that the budget figure 
would be increased by three thousand six hundred and fifty 
dollars ($3,650). The Moderator then recognized Selectman 
Burgoyne who made a motion to “add the sum of sixty-five 
thousand dollars ($65,000) to the budget for the purpose of 
partially funding a re-valuation of real property during 2006, 
which revaluation may be mandated by the NH Dept. of 
Revenue Adm. With the first fifty-five thousand dollars 
($55,000) in expenditures for such re-evaluation being 
drawn from a reserve fund established for such purpose”. 
Motion seconded for discussion. The Moderator recognized 
Selectman Burgoyne and he explained the purpose behind 
this amendment. After a brief discussion, the Moderator 
called for further discussion and seeing one called for a 
voice and the voice vote was in the affirmative. The 
Moderator declared the amendment adopted and called for 
further discussion on Article 16 and seeing none announced 
that Article 16 would appear on the ballot as amended. At 
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this time, the Moderator announced that a gentleman had 
pointed out and apparently accurately so, that when the 
count on Article 7 was made the middle section was not 
counted and asked everyone to return to Article 7 wherein 
the motion to amend by Suzanne Ryan to add three words 
after the number, one million seven hundred and thirty- 
seven thousand dollars ($1, 737,000) adding, “for Phase 
one”, and indicated that the count had not been made in the 
upper middle section and asked to have this section counted 
at this time. It still passed with the previous vote being 59- 
54 and this final vote being 77 to 62, therefore, the result did 
not change and called for a motion not to reconsider Article 
7 through sixteen. A motion was made and seconded with 
the voice vote being in the affirmative. With the amend- 
ments, the total budget figure is now seventeen million, nine 
hundred and sixty-seven thousand, nine hundred and thirty 
dollars ($17,967,930) and will appear on the ballot as such. 
The results of the voting on March 14, 2006, was 1527 Yes 
and 489 No. 

ARTICLE 17: To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of sixty thousand dollars ($60,000) 
for the purpose of performing an environmental assessment 
of Foss Field. (Recommended by Board of Selectmen)(Not 
Recommended by Budget Committee) 

The Moderator read Article 17 in its’ entirety and called for 
discussion and recognized a representative from Wright- 
Pearce Engineering who explained the article. Discussion 
followed. The Moderator called for further discussion on 
Article 17 and seeing none, announced that Article 17 would 
appear on the ballot as submitted. The results of the voting 
on March 14, 2006 was 652 Yes and 1398 No. 

ARTICLE 18: To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000) through the current rate structure of the Electric 
Department for the purchase of a Supervisory Control and 
Data Acquisition (SCADA) System which will provide data 
from certain distribution system locations and allow for 
remote control capabilities via radio control for substation 
#1, substation #2, and circuit reclosers on South Main 
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Street, Birch Road, Forest Road and Route 109 East. This 
article has no effect on the tax rate. (Recommended by 
Board of Selectmen)(Recommended by Budget Committee) 
The Moderator read Article 18 in its entirety and called for 
discussion and recognized Barry Muccio who explained the 
SCADA system indicating that it will link some of the field 
devices to their office facility for the purpose of monitoring 
the Municipal Electric system, recording data and also has 
the capability of performing some switching functions, allow- 
ing real time and historic monitoring of the system. The 
Moderator called for further discussion and recognized Bob 
Ness who asked for an explanation of the security system 
and Barry addressed the question. The Moderator called for 
further discussion and seeing none declared that Article 18 
would appear on the ballot as submitted. The results of the 
voting on March 14, 2006 was 1638 Yes and 394 No. 

ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to accept and hold in trust gifts, lega- 
cies, and devises made to the Town for any valid public pur- 
pose. This authorization is pursuant to RSA 31:19 and shall 
remain in effect until rescinded by a future vote of a Town 
Meeting. The Moderator read Article 19 in its’ entirety and 
called for discussion, and seeing none, declared that Article 
19 would appear on the ballot as submitted. 

The results of the voting on March 14, 2006 was 1527 Yes 
and 489 No. 

ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to establish an 
Expendable Trust Fund pursuant to RSA 31:19-a, to be 
known as the Milfoil Eradication Expendable Trust Fund, for 
the purpose of milfoil eradication in Back Bay, Wolfeboro 
Bay, Lake Wentworth, Crescent Lake, Rust Pond, Sargents 
Pond, portions of Lake Winnipesaukee within the Town of 
Wolfeboro’s boundaries, and any other water body within the 
Town of Wolfeboro, and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
one thousand dollars ($1,000) to be placed in to this Fund; 
further, to appoint the Board of Selectmen as agents to 
expend both principal and interest from this Fund. 
(Recommended by Board of Selectmen)(Recommended by 
Budget Committee) The Moderator read Article 20 in its’ 
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entirety and called for discussion and recognized John Bosa 
who asked how the fund grew. The Moderator recognized 
Ken Marshner who explained how the program worked. The 
Moderator called for further discussion and recognized 
Fergus Cullen who made a motion to amend Article 20 
changing the line from one-thousand ($1,000) to a dollar 
($1). Motion seconded for discussion. Mr. Cullen spoke to 
his amendment. The Moderator then recognized Selectman 
Murray who explained that the voters had voted in $10,000 
last year as a line item in the executive portion of the budget 
and the milfoil committee was able to go out and get these 
grants and decided that they would like to it with grants or 
from private donations, to have a fund in order to put the 
money in that can be carred over from one year to the other 
if the money is not used totally. It was a way for the town to 
receive those grants and to keep them, and in no way is ita 
mechanism for the town to keep on putting money into mil- 
foil, in fact, we have just cut nine thousand dollars ($9,000) 
from what we asked for last year, with a committee that is 
very active in trying to find outside sources. The Moderator 
recognized Tim Bates, Town Counsel and he explained the 
fund. The Moderator called for further discussion on the 
proposed amendment and seeing none, called for a voice 
vote. The voice vote was in the negative and the Moderator 
declared that the amendment failed. The Moderator called 
for further discussion on Article 20 and seeing none 
declared Article 20 would appear on the ballot as submitted. 
The results of the voting on March 14, 2006 was 1838 Yes 
and 212 No. 

ARTICLE 21: To see whether the Town will vote to 
approve, in accordance with RSA 41:11-a, a thirty-two (32) 
month lease beginning May 1, 2006 through December 31, 
2008, and an option for a three (3) year extension beginning 
January 1, 2009 of the restaurant at the Town Docks to 
Garwoods, Inc. The Moderator read Article 21 in its entirety 
and called for discussion and recognized John Linville who 
questioned the advertising for bids and the six year lock-in 
for the Town. Selectman Burgoyne made a point of correc- 
tion stating that the Article does refer to a three-year option, 
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but it is really not an option. Both parties have to agree to 
an extension. The Moderator then recognized Suzanne 
Ryan who made a motion to put a period after “2008” and 
strike the option section. Motion seconded for discussion. A 
lengthy discussion followed. The Moderator called for fur- 
ther discussion and seeing none, called for a voice vote on 
the proposed amendment and the vote was in the negative. 
The Moderator declared that the amendment failed. The 
Moderator then asked for further discussion on Article 21 
and seeing one, declared that Article 21 would appear on 
the ballot as submitted. The results of the voting on March 
14, 2006 was 1469 Yes and 577 No. 

ARTICLE 22: Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 79- 
A:25-a to account for revenues received from the land use 
change tax in a fund separate from the general fund? Any 
surplus remaining in the land use change tax fund shall not 
be part of the general fund until such time as the legislative 
body shall have had the opportunity at an annual meeting to 
vote to appropriate a specific amount from the land use 
change tax fund for any purpose not prohibited by the laws or 
by the constitution of this state. After an annual meeting any 
un-appropriated balance of the land use change tax revenue 
received during the prior fiscal year shall be recognized as 
general fund revenue for the current fiscal year. The 
Moderator read Article 22 in its’ entirety and called for discus- 
sion and recognized Dan Coons, Chairman of the Wolfeboro 
Conservation Commission, who explained the article. The 
Moderator recognized Tim Bates, Town Counsel, who 
explained the legal aspect of the article stating that this cre- 
ates a land use change tax fund and would not be placed into 
the conservation fund. The Moderator called for further dis- 
cussion. A lengthy discussion followed. The Moderator 
called for further discussion and seeing none, declared that 
Article 22 would appear on the ballot as submitted. 

The results of the voting on March 14, 2006 was 1527 Yes 
and 378 No. 

ARTICLE 23: To see if the Town will vote to establish a 
Police Department Special Detail Revolving Fund pursuant 
to RSA 31:95-h. The funds received from special details 
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shall be allowed to accumulate from year to year, and shall 
not be considered part of the Town’s general fund surplus. 
The Town Treasurer shall have custody of all the monies in 
the fund and shall pay out the same only upon order of the 
Board of Selectmen and only for the purpose of providing 
police special details. No expenditure from the fund shall be 
made in such a way as to require the expenditure of other 
Town funds which have not been appropriated for such pur- 
pose. It shall be the obligation of the Police Commission 
and/or its Chief of Police to ensure monies are collected 
from special details. The Moderator read Article 23 in its’ 
entirety and called for discussion. The Moderator recog- 
nized Curtis Pike who made a motion to amend Article 23 by 
changing the words “Board of Selectmen” to the “Police 
Commission”, motion seconded for discussion. The 
Moderator recognized Curtis Pike who explained why he 
wanted the change. The Moderator then recognized Chief 
Black who explained the reasoning behind this article. A 
lengthy discussion followed. The Moderator asked for fur- 
ther discussion and seeing none called for a voice vote on 
the proposed amendment. Voice vote was in the affirmative 
and the Moderator declared Article 23 amended and will 
appear on the ballot as amended. The results of the voting 
on March 14, 2006 was 1585 Yes and 411 No. 

ARTICLE 24: To see if the Town will vote to designate 
the following town-owned road as a Scenic Road under the 
provisions of RSA 231:157. 

1. The entirety of Sewall Road from North Main St to 
Forest Rd. 

The purpose of this petition is to further protect, enhance, 
and maintain the scenic beauty of Wolfeboro by including 
Sewall Road as a Scenic Road. (Submitted by Petition) The 
Moderator read Article 24 in its’ entirety and called for dis- 
cussion. The Moderator recognized Mimi Dye who asked 
for clarification on the meaning of the article. The Moderator 
recognized Rob Houseman, Town Planner, who explained 
the article. The Moderator asked for further discussion and 
seeing none, declared that Article 24 would appear on the 
ballot as submitted. 
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The results of the voting on March 14, 2006 was 1124 Yes 
and 918 No. 

ARTICLE 25: Are you in favor of directing the Board of 
Selectmen to adopt a Policy which must send out to Public 
Advertised Sealed Bid, prior to any verbal or written agree- 
ments existing or future, on any proposals or requests to 
lease the Town Water Tower, Poor Farm Hill/Abenaki, or any 
other Town Owned Property which would specifically be 
considered for the Commercial Use of Wireless 
Communication Services, thus enabling the Town to recruit 
the highest and best offer in the interest of the residents and 
taxpayers of Wolfeboro? Per RSA 39:3.(Submitted by 
Petition) The Moderator read Article 25 in its’ entirety and 
called for discussion and recognized Stephen Buck who 
spoke in favor of the article. The Moderator called for fur- 
ther discussion and seeing none, declared that Article 25 
would appear on the ballot as submitted. The results of the 
voting on March 14, 2006 was 1626 Yes and 375 No. 

ARTICLE 26: Whereas the Wolfeboro Electric power 
plant is no longer supplying electricity due to the rewiring 
and voltage upgrade of the Town in 2005 and said plant has 
been approved for Decommissioning by the Board of 
Selectmen, and because under such circumstances the 
Wolfeboro Electric Department is no longer a generator of 
electricity as defined by the Public Utilities Commission, this 
warrant directs the Board of Selectmen to: 1) Establish a 
Citizen Committee in 2006 to Evaluate and Assess the 
_ Options available to the Town of Wolfeboro prior to the 
renewal of the present electric vendor contract and 2) the 
committee will investigate and make a cost comparison of 
the continuation of block purchase of electricity for the Town 
of Wolfeboro without the presently incurred Town costs for 
such items as billing, electric administration, capital expendi- 
tures for line trucks, machinery, equipment, maintenance 
and consultants. The committee to explore this option and 
any and all options that would benefit electric rates and the 
Town of Wolfeboro.(Submitted by Petition) The Moderator 
read Article 26 in its’ entirety and called for discussion. After 
a lengthy discussion, the Moderator called for further discus- 
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sion and recognized Charlene Seibel who made a motion to 
amend Article 26 by deleting the word “to” and replace it 
with the word “shall”. Motion seconded for discussion. The 
Moderator called for discussion on the proposed amend- 
ment and seeing none, called for a voice vote on the article 
as amended. Voice vote was in the affirmative and the 
Moderator called for further discussion on Article 26 and 
seeing none, announced that Article 26 would appear on the 
ballot as amended. The results of the voting on March 14, 
2006 was 1575 Yes and 416 No. 


The Moderator entertained a motion to not reconsider 
Articles 17 through 26. A motion was made and seconded 
with the voice vote being in the affirmative. The Moderator 
then recognized Pat Waterman, Town Clerk, who thanked 
Shirley Ganem for her twenty years of serving on the Board 
of Selectmen and for the Town of Wolfeboro. She did a 
wonderful job and will be missed by all of us. 


A motion to adjourn was made and seconded. The Meeting 
adjourned at 11:00 P.M.

These financial statements are the 
responsibility of the Town’s management Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America and the standards 
applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards, issued by the Comptroller General of the United States. 
Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are 
free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the 
financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, 
as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our

In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective financial position of the

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated May 15, 2006 on our consideration of the 
Town of Wolfeboro’s internal contro] over financial reporting and our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts, grant agreements and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of internal 
control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the internal control 
over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with Government 
Auditing Standards and should be considered in assessing the results of our audit. 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively comprise the Town of 
Wolfeboro’s basic financial statements. The combining and individual fund statements are presented for the purposes of additional 
analysis and are not a required part of the basic financial statements. The accompanying schedule of expenditures of federal awards is 
presented for purposes of additional analysis as required by the U.S. Office of Management and Budget Circular A-133, Audits of 
States, Local Governments, and Non-Profit Organizations, and is also not a required part of the basic financial statements of the Town 
of Wolfeboro. The combining and individual fund financial statements and the schedule of expenditures of federal awards have been 
subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statements and, in our opinion, are fairly stated in all

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MANAGEMENT’S DISCUSSION AND ANALYSIS 


Our discussion and analysis of the Town of Wolfeboro’s financial performance 


provides an overview of the Town’s financial activities for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 2005. Please read it in conjunction with the Town’s financial statements, 
which begin on page 10. 


FINANCIAL HIGHLIGHTS 


> 


For the fiscal year ended December 31, 2005, the Town’s total assets exceeded 
liabilities by $36,483,449, an increase from the prior year of $1,599,621. 


At the end of the current fiscal year, unreserved fund balance of the general fund 
was $2,049,998. This represents a decrease from the close of the prior fiscal year 
of $150,975, or 7%. 


The total long-term debt of all funds for the Town at the close of the fiscal year 
was $12,629,099. This represents an increase in debt from the close of the prior 
fiscal year of $1,172,548. The Town exercised $2,046,525 in bonds for water 
system improvements and road improvements approved at the 2004 and 2005 
annual meetings. The net change is impacted by reductions, mainly based on 
annual payments of outstanding debt. 


The Town’s proprietary funds (i.e. enterprise funds) had a resulting net income of 
$921,910 for the fiscal year ending December 31, 2005. This is a decrease in net 
income from the prior fiscal year of $84,767. 


In the Town’s proprietary funds, operating revenues decreased by $493,273, or 
5.5%, while operating expenses increased $263,742, or 3.3%. The major influence 
on the decrease in operating revenues was a reduction in the Electric Utility user 
fees effective January 1, 2005. 


USING THIS ANNUAL REPORT 


This annual report consists of a series of financial statements. Government-wide 


financial statements provide information about the activities of the Town as a whole, and 
present a longer-term view of the Town’s finances. Fund Financial statements start on 
page 12. For governmental activities, these statements tell how these services were 
financed in the short term as well as what is remaining for future spending. Fund 
financial statements also report the Town’s operations in more detail than the 
government-wide statements by providing information about the Town’s most significant 
funds. The remaining statements provide information about activities for which the Town 
acts solely as a trustee or agent for the benefit of those outside the government. 
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REPORTING THE TOWN AS A WHOLE 
Government-wide financial statements 


The Statement of Net Assets and the Statement of Activities are designed to 
provide readers with an overview of the results of the Town’s financial activities in a 
manner similar to private-sector companies. These statements include all assets and 
liabilities using the accrual basis of accounting, thereby reporting all current year 
revenues and expenses regardless of when cash is paid or received. 


These two statements report the Town’s net assets and changes in them. Over 
time, increases or decreases in net assets may serve as one useful indicator of whether the 
financial health of the Town is improving or deteriorating. 


The Statement of Net Assets and the Statement of Activities distinguish the Town 
by these activities: 


> Governmental activities —- Most of the Town’s basic services are reported 
in this section. They include general government, police, fire, public 
works, culture and recreation, and health and welfare. These activities are 
supported primarily by property taxes, motor vehicle permits, and 
intergovernmental revenues. 


Business-type activities —- The Town charges a user fee to customers to 
cover all or most of the cost for certain services provided. The water, 
sewer, electric, and ice arena are reported here.

REPORTING THE TOWN’S MOST SIGNIFICANT FUNDS 
Fund Financial Statements 


The fund financial statements begin on page 12, and provide information on the 
Town’s most significant funds; not the Town as a whole. A fund is a grouping of 
accounts, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The following fund 
types are utilized by the Town. | 


> Governmental Funds: This fund type is used to account for essentially the 
same governmental services as those presented as governmental activities 
in the government-wide financial statements. Unlike the government-wide 
financial statements, these funds are reported using an accounting method 
called modified accrual accounting. This method of accounting measures 
cash and all other financial assets that can readily be converted to cash. 
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The governmental fund financial] statements provide a short-term view of 
the Town’s general government operations. It is useful to compare this 
information to similar information on the government-wide financial 
statements to gain a better understanding of the long-term impact of the 
Town’s near term financial decisions. 


> Proprietary Funds: These funds are more commonly referred to as 
Enterprise Funds. Proprietary funds are presented in the same format as all 
funds are presented in the government-wide financial statements. 


The proprietary funds are the same as the business-type activities in the 
government-wide financial statements, simply in more detail. They 
separate the information for the water, sewer, electric, and ice arena 
operations. 


> Fiduciary Funds: Fiduciary funds account for assets held by the Town as a 
trustee or agent for individuals, groups, private organizations, or other 
units of government. These funds are not reflected in the government-wide 
financial statements, because these assets are unavailable to finance the 
Town’s operations. 


> Notes to the Financial Statements: The notes to the Financial Statements 
provide additional information that is essential to an overall 
comprehension of the data provided in the government-wide and fund 
financial statements. 


GOVERNMENT-WIDE FINANCIAL ANALYSIS: 


The following is a summary of the government-wide financial data for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 2005.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
ANNUAL REPORT 


The Board of Selectmen and women, elected and 
appointed officials, and town employees have experienced 
an exceptionally industrious year in 2006. It was a transi- 
tion year of retirements, unprecedented teamwork, pivotal 
hirings, and proactive planning of major projects. 

Early in the year, Shirley Ganem retired after two decades 
of dedicated service to the Board and to her town. She had 
the honor of being the second woman elected to the Board, 
following Lillian Brookes (see this year’s Annual Report ded- 
ication). Town Manager, Paul Skowron, and Director of 
Public Works, Marty Bilafer, retired after more than a decade 
of service, as well as Police Chief Brian Black. The Finance 
Director, and Asst. Parks and Recreation Director, chose 
new positions in other towns. Water and Sewer Director, 
Scott Lees, returned to the private sector after a grueling 
winter of late night water line breaks, culvert washouts, and 
dealing with sewer and water moratoriums. 

In town government, the show must always go on, regard- 
less of open positions. We must provide the necessities of 
basic services: water, sewer, electricity, fire and police cov- 
erage, and such; fulfilling the responsibility to protect the 
health, safety, and welfare of the family that is our communi- 
ty; a family composed of citizens, taxpayers, and tourists. 
To that end, the Board is proud to have been joined by the 
loyal employees (and elected/appointed officials) who devot- 
ed many additional hours away from their own immediate 
families to complete the tasks requisite to daily government. 
Brenda LaPointe (Tax Collector and supervisor of Water and 
Sewer Billing and Collection) and Rob Houseman (Town 
Planner) split town manager responsibilities in addition to 
their own duties during their busiest months. Jeff Urquhart 
and John Burt kept track of financial matters with Carroll 
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Piper returning as part-time Financial Director to the end of 
the year. Brian Carroll resumed supervisory duties at the 
Water Department. Doug Lemery (Highway Department) 
and Adam Tasker (Solid Waste Facility) prevailed without a 
department head. All departments were supportive, pulling 
together and partnering as their department heads did yeo- 
man’s work. 

The Board joined citizens in a cooperative effort on the 
master plan update, hazard mitigation planning, milfoil con- 
trol, town hall renovations, and the Town Manager search, in 
addition to the usual cross-over liaison positions required of 
Board members. Many of the special committees have 
accomplished their tasks, others are just starting projects 
that will require more time, while some have converted to 
another level, as in the case of hazard mitigation transition- 
ing to emergency management. 

Much has been accomplished including the hiring of David 
Owen, Town Manager, and re-hiring David Ford, Director of 
Public Works and Director of Water and Sewer Utilities. 
Important warrant articles before the voters for 2007 
address the tasks in the 2005 Administrative Order for 
Wastewater Treatment. It is imperative money be approved 
to address the 2003 Administrative Order of Consent for 
sewer/septic sludge composting. Failure to pass the warrant 
article in 2006 has resulted the NH Attorney General’s Office 
initiating the process for levying fines against the town in 
2007. Tax dollars are more productive when spent for solu- 
tions rather than wasted on fines. Drinking water quality and 
water plant storage capacity solutions are being presented 
before the voters. The Board has worked in conjunction 
with departments heads and the Budget Committee to pre- 
pare a budget that will allow your local government to meet 
the basic needs of you, the townspeople. 

While Wolfeboro won't be rebuilt in a day, we are well on 
the way with a dynamic capital improvement plan to imple- 
ment master planning, far-sighted infrastructure repair plans 
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supported with thoughtful interdepartmental coordination 
and long-term financial considerations, and dedicated 
employees augmented by highly-skilled new team members. 
It’s been a year in transition. Changes are neither inherently 
good nor bad. As your Board of Selectmen/women, we 
have frequently put our responsibilities to our family of citi- 
zens, taxpayers, and tourists before that of our immediate 
families. As Chair, | thank my fellow Boards members for 
their time and efforts and | thank the community for your 
continued support.

2006 Planning Board Report 


During a year of a fairly heavy case/application load there 
were two major accomplishments of note — the completion 
of a 10 year Capital Improvement Program, the creation of 
an Impact Fee Ordinance and a full update to the Town’s 
Master Plan. In addition the Board conducted four public 
forums: two on Master Plan, and one on Impact Fees and 
another on citizen survey results. It is encouraging to note 
that our Selectmen participated actively in all of the Planning 
Board’s activities. A selectman, Dwight DeVork is an 
appointed member of the Planning Board. Selectman Allen 
Burgoyne was an active member of the Capital 
Improvement Program. Further, it is important to note that 
all of our selectmen participated very actively in the creation 
of the updated Master Plan chapters. 

APPLICATIONS/CASE LOAD: In addition to literally 
dozens of Master Plan Chapter-related meetings, the 
Planning Board and/or the Technical Review Committee met 
formally to conduct land use application reviews and public 
hearings a total of 59 times. 

CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM: This Planning 
Board committee met twelve times during the year to pro- 
duce a plan covering the years 2007 to 2016. For details 
see the committee report “Capital Improvement Program” 
included in this 2007 Town report. Vice Chairman Richard 
Hamilton led this effort. 

IMPACT FEE ORDINANCE ON MARCH WARRANT: This 
ordinance, introduced by the Planning Board, if adopted, will 
give the Planning Board, subsequent to appropriate 
Selectmen review and public hearings, the authority to 
assess impact fees for new development on projects such 
as schools and roads. These fees may be used for new 
development only. They cannot be assessed to fund defi- 
ciencies. Funds collected from new development projects 
for which new infrastructure has been, or must be, provided 
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will, ultimately, lower the overall tax rate. No impact fees, 
per se, were identified within this proposed ordinance — only 
the authority to assess is provided for. 

MASTER PLAN UPDATE: The 1996 Master Plan provid- 
ed a solid basis for the 2006 Master Plan update. The 
process concept of the update was a simple but challenging: 
appoint co-chairs for each of the 11 Chapters; recruit inter- 
ested citizens to review prior work and recommendations 
and complete an update; conduct public hearings for each of 
the chapter updates before the end of 2006; and finalize the 
plan by March, 2007. (Aside: a Master Plan update normal- 
ly takes 2 — 3 years to complete.) These good citizens did 
the job in just 10 months. Thanks to them for all of their 
hard work. Chapters and chapter Co-chairs were:

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2006 Town Report 
Capital Improvement Program 


The Capital Improvement Program (CIP), in Wolfeboro 
starts in April & May with Department heads preparing pro- 
ject requests describing capital needs for their respective 
departments. In 2006 there were 154 such requests deliv- 
ered to the CIP Committee in early June. There were 12 
CIP meetings all directed towards presenting the 2006 CIP 
Report (for years 2007-2016) to the Planning Board in early 
October. The Planning Board approved the report and 
passed it on to the Board of Selectmen (BOS) and in turn it 
goes to the Budget Committee. 

This year we increased the committee size by two mem- 
bers to gain broader citizen input and next year we may well 
add two additional members for the same reason. We also 
extended the period of focus from 6 years to 10 years. This 
longer time frame generated capital expenditures on aver- 
age of $7,000,000. per year. This is similar to the 2005 CIP 
which also called for average capital expenditures of 
approximately $7,000,000. 

As with the previous report, the CIP Committee strongly 
encourages the Town to create and utilize a Municipal Asset 
Inventory and a Road Surface Management System. These 
two documents will provide essential specific detailed infor- 
mation on the Town assets, i.e., number, descriptions, condi- 
tion, life expectancy, etc. These documents will lend cre- 
dence to all future financial planning. 
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The schedules are provided and the complete report is 
available at Town Hall. 

The CIP process takes place early in the overall budget 
process; therefore the dollar requests may be “soft” and 
subject to refinement as budgeting evolves. This year that 
characteristic is even more the case. The committee was 
given some very preliminary cost estimates to create “place- 
holders” for the waste water improvements, which have 
been under study for much of the year. The warrant articles 
are the more refined and reliable estimate of cost. 

The CIP Committee has requested the BOS to modify the 
CIP process in future years. It is our recommendation that 
at the very outset of the Capital budget process, that the 
BOS set guide lines for future years. Rather than depart- 
ment heads each striking out on their own. There should be 
a broad statement of priority established and set by the BOS 
in conjunction with the Town Manager. Along with improving 
the budget process, BOS guidelines will go a long way 
towards assuring that the Master Plan (presently being 
updated) will be implemented as we all hope.

For the Town Hall restoration to happen it is going to be 
up to you, the taxpayers, to vote to approve funding for this 
purpose and | strongly urge you to support their efforts. | 
invite any of you to stop in to my office and | will personally 
give you a tour of the building and you can see first hand the 
deplorable conditions that all employees have to work under. 
This includes, but not limited to, dirt floors, mold, mildew, 
lack of storage areas and most importantly lack of office 
space. The Town Hall Restoration Committee has a full 
plate on this one and | am so happy to see the committee so 
enthusiastic toward improving the building. Hats off to all of 
you who have volunteered your time to work on this worth- 
while project. 

The ElectioNet Statewide Voter Registration System is up 
and running. The Supervisors of the Checklist have done 
an excellent job updating streets, new registrants, removals, 
etc., in this program. Training is ongoing for both me and 
the Supervisors on this worthwhile program and there Is still 
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a lot of work to be done. Ideally, it would be beneficial to 
have a laptop computer available at the election polls to 
access the State data base when registering voters, which 
would prevent voter fraud, etc. | want to personally thank 
the Supervisors of the Checklist for all of their hours in get- 
ting this program up and running for Wolfeboro. | also want 
to thank my dedicated ballot clerks for always being there to 
work at the elections. 

Speaking of elections, | still don’t understand why you, the 
voters, don’t come out to vote in the local elections and the 
Deliberative Session like you do for the General Election. It 
is SO very important that you attend the Deliberative Session 
to hear first hand what is contained in the Warrant Articles 
so that you can enter the voting booth and know what the 
Articles mean and how you will vote. So many times, | have 
seen voters enter the voting booths to only vote the way a 
select group has indicated they should vote. They are truly 
not voting on their own merit and thinking. So, do your 
homework and know that when you come in to vote you 
understand what is before you and vote your conscience. 

You will notice that the income is down from last year in 
the Motor vehicle permits. This is due to more residents 
keeping their older vehicles and having some residents who 
had a fleet of vehicles move to other communities, thus loss 
of revenue. Our office processed 410 passport applications 
in 2006. Just a note of information, travelers will need a 
passport by the end of December, 2007 for any travel by air, 
sea or land to the various islands, Mexico or Canada.

Report of the Chairman of the

Again, as in previous years, 2006 has been a very busy 
year with our Department reaching several goals and objec- 
tives. Our policy reviews are on going. Every month brings 
new challenges. 

We started our hiring process early in the spring with a 
new part time Prosecutor, one Dispatcher, two new Patrol 
Officers and five part time Traffic/enforcement persons. In 
July Chief Brian Black retired after 26 years of service to the 
Town. Lt. Stuart Chase was selected as the new Chief and 
Sgt. Dean Rondeau was selected as the new Lieutenant, 
Senior Patrolman Chuck Hamilton retired after 19 years of 
service to the Town. The Department suffered a great loss 
with the untimely passing of Patrolman Ciro Sinagra. We 
hired a new Prosecutor in November after the resignation of 
Ms. Hart. The Department was presented with a check for 
$5,000.00 from Hunters IGA & Milk Bone Company for the 
purpose of procuring a K-9 dog. Currently we are establish- 
ing a K-9 Policy and should have a K-9 and Handler in oper- 
ation by mid year 2007. The selection of New Patrolmen is 
on going.

2006 was a year of transition for the Police Department. 
Chief Brian Black retired after a long and distinguished 
career as did Officer Charles “Chuck” Hamilton. These vet- 
eran officers served the community with pride and dignity 
and we are a better place for their dedication. 

The Town lost a true professional with the sudden death 
of Officer Ciro Sinagra, who was fatally stricken while riding 
his bicycle over the Labor Day weekend. He was a man of 
good will and generosity. His style of “personal policing” will 
long be missed. 

The Police Commission made the following appointments 
as a result of this reduction in personnel: Lt. Stuart Chase 
was promoted to Chief of Police; Sgt. Dean Rondeau to 
Lieutenant and Senior Patrolman Scott Moore to Sergeant. 
Officer Guy Maloney was appointed a patrol officer. 
Attorney Tim Morgan filled a vacancy in the position of 
Police Prosecutor. At year’s end, we remain under-staffed 
by two at the patrol officer level and we seek to bring our 
compliment back to full strength. 

Personnel attended a variety of training courses through- 
out the year to enhance officer safety and to assist in the 
delivery of quality service to our citizens and visitors. Our 
front-line cruisers are now equipped with state of the art 
electronics. To enhance the reputation of the Department 
and to promote accountability, we have entered into the self- 
assessment stage of a recognition and accreditation 
process. To that end, we are restructuring our organization 
based on line and staff functions. 

By year’s end, Wolfeboro Central Dispatch will have field- 
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ed some 35,000 calls and/or inquiries. This dedicated group 
has a tremendous responsibility that is often not recognized. 
They serve an integral part in the public safety mission and 
are the critical link between caller and responder. 

We look to 2007 and beyond with optimism and a contin- 
ued commitment to our community. We recognize that the 
police mission to reduce crime and enhance the quality of 
life requires partnerships and we thank all those involved in 
this endeavor.

We have been busy this year with many projects that will 
enhance our capabilities and help us to provide a better level 
of service to the residents and visitors to the community. 

The replacement of all portable radios has been complet- 
ed. The state of the art digital equipment was obtained 
under a federal grant program and will enhance our interop- 
erability with other departments and agencies within the 
state in the event of a terrorist or other major event. 

The new fireboat was delivered during the Spring of 2006. 
Department personnel have been training with this new 
addition enhancing both fire and medical capabilities for res- 
idents and visitors who enjoy Lake Winnipesaukee. 

Through a very generous donation from the Wolfeboro 
Snowmobile Club the Town accepted the gift of a snowmo- 
bile, rescue sled device and trailer for use by the depart- 
ment. This equipment has been greatly needed for many 
years. This donation will greatly enhance our ability to 
respond to an off road incident during the winter months and 
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provide protection for the many miles of snow machine and 
ski trails in the area. A special thank you goes out to the offi- 
cers and members of the Wolfeboro Snowmobile Club for 
the donation and allowing us to continue to fulfill our commit- 
ment of service to the community. 

Department members provided many hours of public edu- 
cation including Fire Prevention Week programs in the 
schools, fire extinguisher training, CPR classes, hazards in 
the home, fire safety, baby-sitters program and presenta- 
tions to many community groups and local businesses. 

The Fire Prevention Division has dealt with many issues 
again this year so that our community will be as safe as pos- 
sible. The Division administered numerous permits and 
conducted many inspections, commercial and residential, 
during 2006. We must enforce all fire and life safety codes to 
insure the safety of all our residents and our guests. Many 
more lives are saved through fire prevention efforts than 
have been rescued from a burning building. 

The 11 Career and 9 Call Fire-Rescue Department mem- 
bers attended in excess of 1000 hours of in house training 
during 2006. Department members also attended many 
hours of outside training. Training topics included instructor 
development, firefighter certifications, fire officer certification, 
technical rescue certifications, vehicle extrication, 
Emergency Medical Technician certification and re-certifica- 
tion, infection control, hazardous material decontamination, 
building/fire code seminars, responding to terrorist attack, 
incident management and control, and fire fighter safety and 
survival. | 

We must continue to train to insure the safety of all fire- 
rescue personnel and continue to provide a high level of ser- 
vice to the community. 

The Mechanical Division was very busy in 2006. 
Apparatus requires a high degree of maintenance to ensure 
safety and proper operation. As our apparatus continues to 
age, and our incidents continue to increase the maintenance 
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requirements and costs amplify. 

This year saw the retirement of several call department 
members due to the increased demands of their family and 
careers. The commitment of membership is immense, the 
continued training requirements and activity levels continue 
to impact the lives of our members and many find that the 
requirements of family and work do not allow enough hours 
to fulfill their membership. | would like to wish them well in 
their retirement and thank them for their dedication, and 
unselfish commitment to the Town of Wolfeboro.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to 
reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or 
Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 1- 
800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect 
New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at 
www.nhdfl.org. 


Fire activity was very high during the first several weeks of the 2006 fire season, with red-flag conditions issued by the National Weather 
Service and extreme fire danger in many sections of the state. The largest forest fire during this period occurred in late April and burned 
98 acres. The extremely dry conditions in spring resulted in over twice the amount of acreage burned than in all of 2005. Our statewide 
system of fire lookout towers is credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures this season due to their quick and 
accurate spotting capabilities. Fires in the wildland urban interface damaged 6 structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more 
than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping 
your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable 
materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your 
local fire department and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

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Wolfeboro Conservation Commission 
2006 Annual Report 


This year, the Wolfeboro Conservation Commission once 
again responded to the environmental concerns of 
Wolfeboro’s citizens. In addition to advisory duties concern- 
ing permit applications, we worked to protect the natural 
resources within the Town of Wolfeboro. 

We initiated the Town’s purchase of 29 acres of land on 
Northline Road, providing additional protection for designat- 
ed prime wetland while simultaneously preventing fragmen- 
tation of valuable wildlife habitat. We are finalizing the acqui- 
sition of two additional parcels of land that will protect an 
important viewshed of Goodwin’s Basin and Crescent Lake. 

The Commission received and reviewed 69 Dredge & Fill 
applications from the State of New Hampshire Department 
of Environmental Services (NHDES). Recommendations 
and reports were prepared for the NHDES Wetlands Bureau 
for each of these applications. These applications include 
docks and dock repair, breakwaters, boat ramps, boathous- 
es, beaches, retaining walls, culverts, new structures, and 
the dredging and filling of wetlands among other issues. We 
also reviewed 12 Special Use Permit applications for the 
Wolfeboro Planning Board for which reports and recommen- 
dations were prepared for that Board and the Town Planner. 
Of the 81 total reviews, 7 were not recommended for 
approval and 74 were forwarded without objection of 
approval. The number of applications reviewed represents a 
significant increase from 45 in 2005. 

We also responded to several citizen inquires into poten- 
tial wetland violations, and we conducted inspections, 
reviews, reports and recommendations to NH DES following 
these inquiries. 

We have also continued to manage Town owned proper- 
ties with conservation easements, and worked with 
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landowners wishing assistance placing conservation ease- 
ments on their property. 

Based upon the results of the recent citizen survey, we 
have placed several warrant articles for this years Town vote, 
including the designation of an additional wetland as prime, 
improved documentation of the Town’s wetland boundaries, 
and a change in funding for land protection. We hope that vot- 
ers will support the wishes of the majority of the townspeople 
who feel that protecting our natural resources and maintaining 
the current character of the town is important. 

Thanks to Commission members for their interest, support 
and commitment to protecting Wolfeboro’s unique character 
and resources and keeping it a special place to live. Thanks 
also to Rob Houseman, Town Planner for his support, 
knowledge and advice, to our secretary Lee Ann Keathley 
for her hard work and commitment, to the Board of 
Selectmen and other Town staff for their support and assis- 
tance.

Zoning Enforcement Officer 
2006 Annual Report 


The Zoning Enforcement position assists citizens in 
becoming properly permitted with regard to Land Use 
Regulations. Land Use Regulations include such matters as 
building setbacks, signage, permitted use by District and 
Overlay District, and inspecting projects for conformity with 
Planning Board or Zoning Board of Adjustment decisions. 

This, the first year detailed records have been tallied, the 
office has recorded 260 contacts. Of those 260, 66% have 
achieved compliance, 7% are continuing to work toward 
compliance, 14% were of an informational nature, and the 
remaining 13% are miscellaneous.

DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


This past year started a period of change for the Public 
Works Department. After 14 %2 years of service Marty Bilafer 
retired in January. Marty, thank for your hard work and dedi- 
cation to the town of Wolfeboro. 

Heavy rain starting in May and lasting through June 
caused significant flooding that washed away and damaged 
many town roads. The Highway Department, lead by Doug 
Lemery and Frank Riley took the lead in rebuilding sections 
of Pleasant Valley Road and Varney Road, in addition to a 
long list other repairs. These emergency repairs were on top 
of what was to be one of the busiest years with the passing 
of the 2006 town budget. Planned Road projects completed 
included: paving a section of Beach Pond Road, and Friar 
Tuck Road; Shim paving sections of Trask Mountain Road, a 
portion of Cotton Mountain Road and Lakeview Drive. 
These projects required: the cutting of trees; brush clearing 
of ditch lines; and replacement of storm drains prior to 
paving. Continuing maintenance was preformed at the Town 
Docks with a number of cross braces being replaced. New 
personnel for the highway department included Rob 
Maloney, and Erik Pelletier who moved into the split position 
with Highway and Solid Waste. 

At the Town Garage Jim Champagne and Jim Butler, the 
Town’s mechanics did a great job maintaining the Town’s 
fleet of vehicles. 

The Bridge Falls Pathway Bridge Repair and Pleasant 
Valley Culvert replacement projects were designed in 2006 
with plans to complete construction in 2007. 

Solid Waste Facility, lead by Adam Tasker had another 
successful year as recycled material grossed the Town 
$105,400; the Town recycled 1784 tons material which is 33 
percent of the total Solid Waste processed. Construction 
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debris, roof shingles, tires, refrigerators and electronics fees 
were increased in 2006 to offset fees paid by the Town. In 
addition, the Town has increased the Solid Waste Sticker fee 
for 2007 to $5.00 per sticker annually to cover the actual 
cost to print and distribute. As always, these stickers are 
required to be affixed to vehicles entering the Solid Waste 
Facility and are issued to town residents and property own- 
ers only. The crew at the facility appreciates the public’s 
cooperation with complying with the Solid Waste Rules and 
their efforts to: Reduce; Repair; Reuse & Recycle. 
Remember by increasing our recycling we save the money 
and improve the environment. There is information about the 
solid waste facility, fees and rules at the Town Hall or on the 
Town Web page at www.wolfeboronh.us. 

Special thanks to Andy Bover for filling in as interim direc- 
tor and to Marie Watson, for her fine work as Public Works 
Administrative assistant. 

As the new Public Works Director, | am privileged to lead 
such a dedicated staff and pledge to work as hard as they 
do to protect the health and welfare of the public as we com- 
plete are duties in maintaining town roadways, keeping the 
downtown clean and running all public works facilities in a 
safe and professional manner.

Wastewater Treatment - The Staff at the Wastewater 
Facility has done a tremendous job at processing the waste- 
water and spraying treated effluent and making snow in their 
successful efforts to assure our treated effluent pond did not 
overspill. Unfortunately our 30+ year old spray fields no 
longer comply with permit requirements resulting in the need 
for major Upgrades. Our engineering consultant, Wright- 
Pierce Engineers has done a fine job at studying multiple 
alternatives to dispose the treated effluent and greatly 
assisted in identifying the best and most economical solution 
to the Town’s problem. We appreciate the public’s support 
for this much needed Warrant Article which provides the 
Town with the best long term solution. 

Water - It was the year of the Clark Road water main 
replacement in which we found out how many people actual- 
ly travel South Main Street. The project shut down in the 
middie of November and will be starting up in the spring. 
This project will greatly improve the water quality to the cus- 
tomers in that area of town. In the fall of 2006 the leak under 
the North Main Street Bridge was repaired, thus saving 
about 10.5 million gallons of water each year. The 
Disinfection Byproduct formation issue (specifically TtHM’s) 
still continues, but is improving. Staff has made several 
changes at the Water Treatment Plant that have lowered the 
level of these byproducts. In addition we are requesting 
funding for other improvements for the South Main 
Standpipe, the switch over of water services on South Main 
Street and building of a chlorine contact tank at the water 
treatment plant. Completion of these projects will help miti- 
gate the issue and improve overall water quality. 

Wastewater Collection - In December 2006 we signed a 
contract with Paragon Construction to start phase | of the 
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Inflow/Infiltration project. This project will focus on the South 
Main Street area, with work also being done in the Railroad 
Avenue area. The results of this project will help reduce 
extraneous drainage and groundwater flow from entering the 
sewer system and lesson the impact on wastewater treat- 
ment facility. The Town has seven pumping stations in 
which Mill Street is our main station and Lehner Street our 
second main station, both are in dire need of upgrades. 
The equipment at both stations is outdated and repair parts 
are becoming hard to find. Preliminary design studies are 
ongoing, with plans for detailed engineering and request for 
bids in 2007; with construction in 2008. 

Finally, we would like to thank Scott Lees, P.E. for his 
efforts during his time as the director. A special thanks to 
Rob Houseman for filling in as acting director during the sec- 
ond half of the year. We would also like to thank the Water 
and Sewer Utilities staff and other departments for their sup- 
port and tireless efforts over the past year.

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LAKES REGION HOUSEHOLD 
HAZARDOUS PRODUCT FACILITY 
ANNUAL REPORT 


The 2006 season for the LRHHPF offered 6 days of safe, 
convenient, environmentally sound, disposal of common 
household hazardous waste on the 3rd Saturday of the 
month May through October, 8:30-noon. The fourth full sea- 
son of collections at 404 Beach Pond Rd, Wolfeboro hosted 
the first NH pharmaceutical hazardous waste collection. 

Always striving to provide relevant services to the mem- 
ber communities (as well as non-members on a fee basis) 
the Facility partnered with Northeast Recycling Council’s 
(NERC) Lynn Rubinstein from Brattleboro, VT. NERC’s 
pilot program funding includes money from the Dept of 
Agriculture as medicines are considered pesticides within 
the hazardous waste disposal protocol, and EPA which is 
studying 40 wastewater treatment plants in New England’s 
Region | for medicines which are virtually unaltered in the 
biodegradation process and appear downstream in drink- 
ing water supplies. A US Geological Survey national 
reconnaissance of streams 1999-2000 found pharmaceuti- 
cals, hormones, and other organic wastewater contami- 
nants in 80% of the sampled streams. Environment 
Canada’s National Water Research Institute found 9 differ- 
ent drugs, adding painkillers and cholesterol-lowering 
meds to the antibiotics, antidepressants, birth control pills, 
and personal-care products such as fragrances, cosmet- 
ics, Sunscreens, DEET insect repellents, soaps, sham- 
poos, etc. 

Working in conjunction with pharmacist Don McBride, Lt. 
Dean Rondeau, NERC, and Clean Harbors HHW person- 
nel, the Facility complied with EPA, DEA, and Health and 
Human Services regulations for over-the-counter, prescrip- 
tion, and controlled drugs. The Facility’s pilot program 
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addresses state and federal solid waste and hazardous 
waste laws as well. From 27 households that attended the 
August collection, 24 gallons of pharmaceutical waste were 
collected as well as a gallon of controlled substances. 

The Facility will continue to educate the public to the 
dangers of flushing to sewer or septic systems which 
leads to drinking and bathing in someone else’s drugs. 
Crushing and tossing of medicines is not allowed by solid 
waste regulations. Disposing of bottles in the trash, in 
addition to being illegal, offers many opportunities for 
unauthorized use as containers break and plastic bags 
tear with great regularity. Special medicine collection days 
will be advertised in advance of the specific collection date 
due to the necessity of pharmacist and law enforcement 
presence. 

Collection dates for household hazardous waste are as 
follows: May 19, June 16, July 21, August 18, September 
15, and October 20. Place household hazardous wastes in 
their original containers inside a sturdy cardboard box prior 
to loading them into your trunk. Glass containers can be 
cushioned with crumpled newspaper. When open, the 
entrance to the facility is marked with 2 sunny yellow A- 
frame signs at the bottom of the hill by the Wolfeboro Solid 
Waste Facility. 

Thank you to those that have attended for protecting 
your family’s health, and your community’s resources, by 
properly disposing of toxic, flammable, or corrosive prod- 
ucts, as well as lawful disposal of Unwanted human and pet 
medications. The LRHHPF is proud to assist you in greatly 
reducing the risk of injury and death for those that provide 
services at the solid waste facility by removing that 1% 
from the solid waste stream that causes 90% of the prob- 
lems. A heart-felt thank you to the Alton and Wolfeboro 
Conservation Commission volunteers who faithfully assist- 
ed in soggy conditions so that those attending could be 
processed in a timely manner.

Accomplishments for the Department in the past year 


included the connection of 42 new services, completion of 
17 system improvements, 16 customer service upgrades, 
and responses to 625 customer service orders. Right-of- 
way tree trimming for the year totaled 19.75 miles of re- 
clearing. In an ongoing effort to test all of the electrical 
meters throughout the system within a ten-year timeframe; 
503 electric meters were tested. 

Crews responded to 19 broken pole incidents this year 
as a result of storm damage generally associated with 
several high wind events. Major projects included the utili- 
ty design and construction of two new underground devel- 
opments totaling the installation of 27,000 feet of new 
underground primary cable. 

Construction of the new 12.47 kV electrical distribution 
system and the conversion of customers onto it continued 
to be a priority in 2006. Phase | of this project has been 
completed this year relieving the majority of the electrical 
load from the aging Power Plant Substation. The Wolfeboro 
Falls circuit conversion remains to be the last task in the 
final completion of the Phase II project. Our customer’s 
cooperation and understanding during these conversion 
activities continues to be greatly appreciated during the 
effort to improve of the Town’s electrical system. 

The SCADA (Supervisory Control and Data Acquisition) 
project commenced this past year as a means of monitor- 
ing and controlling the new distribution system via a 900 
MHz radio communication system from our facility on 
Middleton Road. This project will be completed in 2007 
and will greatly improve the capability to detect outages 
and monitor the electrical system performance. 

| would like to thank all Department personnel for their 
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efforts over the past year in providing dependable power at 
substantially lower than average regional rates.

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WELFARE REPORT 
2006 


Anyone may apply for general assistance by completing a 
written application form. The guidelines have been the 
same for the past ten years. If more than one adult resides 
in a household they may all be required to appear at the 
welfare office. These guidelines provide that any person 
who contests a determination of continuing non-compliance 
with the guidelines may request a fair hearing. When appli- 
cation is made for general assistance, the welfare official 
provides the applicant with a notice of rights and also 
informs applicants they are responsible for reporting all facts 
necessary to determine eligibility. The welfare official may 
assist the applicants in completing the application if appli- 
cant is physically or mentally unable. The applicants are 
responsible to notify the welfare official of any changes. The 
Town pays for food vouchers for a specific amount. The 
food is to help people in need. The need for food vouchers 
is great this year. No one is to receive cash back from a 
food voucher, and no one is to purchase alcoholic bever- 
ages, tobacco or pet food. If clients do not spend the full 
amount of a voucher, it comes back to the Town. No one 
should go hungry. Please call Nancy at the Food Pantry at 
569-0202. They open every Wednesday from 10-12 and 
again from 4-6. If in an emergency situation call Sue at 569- 
8616. Clients that have outstanding utilities bills, such as 
electric or water & sewer, are put on a budget plan to pay 
some on back balances and to keep current bills up to date. 
That’s been positive. 

Whenever an applicant is a relative to the landlord, the 
landlord must give proof before any assistance is given. 
This has been a big issue, clients understanding the guide- 
lines. Clients are either getting laid off or losing jobs. I’ve 
been sending clients to the unemployment office and also 
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giving them a list of who’s hiring and who’s not. Shelter is 
another issue. We have a $500 cap for rent or mortgages. 
Applicants that own their own homes will be liened in the 
amount of assistance given. It must be paid back. For 
renters we do not give security deposits, and we issue first 
month rent only. 

For clients that are in need of fuel assistance, they need 
to call Tri County CAP at 323-7400 to make an appointment. 
For clients that need fuel before fuel assistance kicks in we 
have a $5,000 fund, which is provided by the Lions Club 
which goes toward oil. It is a one time offer only. When 
those funds are all used up, we have the churches and 
Thomas Bickford to fall back on, for which clients are to go 
through my office first and that’s when | will make a decision 
whether or not you qualify. 

Also medical services are a serious problem this year. 
Terri Hooper at Huggins Hospital is taking applications for 
medical services which is called Medication Bridge, which 
covers most medicines. Also, clients are waiting for 
medicare or medicaid, for which the Town is reimbursed for 
all medication spent. 

| want to thank each and everyone for making it possible 
for all donations and gifts to the welfare office.

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2006 Report of the Director 
for Parks and Recreation

The Wolfeboro Department of Parks and Recreation man- 
ages a long list of behind the scenes operations and mainte- 
nance functions that include ten different departmental divi- 
sions within the budget. The ten divisions are broken up into 
nine operating fund divisions; administrative, beaches, main- 
tenance, ski skate, skating, playgrounds and programs, his- 
toric houses, community center, patriotic purposes and one 
enterprise fund the Pop Whalen Arena. The most recogniz- 
able functions are the programming, public facilities and 
special events functions. In that light, the department served 
1858 different activity participants in 87 programs in 2006. 
In addition, special events included another 1500 partici- 
pants in special events such as the Granite Man Triathlon, 
Girls and Women in Sports Day, the Great Smith River 
Rubber Duck Race, the Turkey Trot, Bike to Work Day, and 
Winter Carnival events. The year 2006 marked anniver- 
saries for several local institutions; the Granite Man 25 
years, The Turkey Trot 15 years and The Granite Kid 
Triathlon 15 years. Wolfeboro Parks and Recreation 
Quilters Retreat participants put on two quilt shows this past 
year that were very well received, one at the Wolfeboro 
Public Library and one at the Libby Museum. 

Clearly, our parks, beaches, playgrounds, ski trails, skat- 
ing arenas, trails and pathways, fields and natural areas 
host tens of thousands of residents, visitors, and guests. 
Many of the organized programs, special events, and activi- 
ties are supported by volunteers. We have the best volun- 
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teers in the state! Between our volunteer youth sport coach- 
es, our Friends of Abenaki and the over 80 volunteers who 
work the Granite Man Triathlon alone, we are fortunate to 
have the support of our community, support that easily 
exceeds 2000 hours of donated labor. As busy as we are, 
we recognize all of those folks who make our programs and 
events the successes that they are. 

In terms of participation, Wolfeboro Parks and Recreation 
serves Wolfeboro and Tuftonboro residents and their guests 
as well as individuals from surrounding towns. Our three 
major programming divisions, beaches, ski & skate, and 
playgrounds enroll participants from 2-3 year olds to individ- 
uals in their 80’s.

At the Pop Whalen Arena, the banner sponsorship pro- 
gram continues to assist in keeping ice rates low, and once 
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again this year the ice surface was painted and Miller Auto 
sponsored the center ice logo. The following community 
businesses support the facility each season by hanging a 
banner: Bartlett Tree Experts, Chris Hammond Raymond 
James Financial Services, Caldwell Banker Real Estate, 
Community Bank and Trust, DeVylders Market, Full Belli Delli, 
Leone McDonald and Roberts, Melanson Real Estate, 
Metrocast Cablevision, Nordic Skier Sports, Wolf Trap/Wolf 
Catch, and Wainwright Insurance. Prudential Spencer 
Hughes is our zamboni advertiser. As of December the Pop 
Whalen Arena continues to have a supportive season pass 
holder base which has 460 members to date. Many visitors 
and summer residents enjoyed the arena again in 2006, 
many spending their holiday this snowless December vaca- 
tion skating at the various extended sessions at the end of the 
year. The Recreation Department skating lessons are contin- 
uing to expand with a 59% increase over 2005 and session 
two promises an exciting show in March. The arena is plan- 
ning renovations over the next two years to replace the floor 
and dasher boards. With a positive vote in April, the facility 
will be renovated to repair failing refrigeration pipes, and the 
replacement of the original dasher boards that served the rink 
well before the building was built in 1986! 

The Friends of Abenaki group that formed in 2004 has ded- 
icated themselves to preserving our community ski area and 
are Currently raising funds to install a permanent snow mak- 
ing system at the area. To date, the Friends have purchased 
the new (used) groomer for the area, installed a new kiddie lift 
and leased portable snow making for the 2006-2007 season. 

The Department is still seeking a permanent home for the 
Wolfeboro Skatepark, we are considering a cooperative 
arrangement that would acquire land adjacent to the Nick. 
Disassembling the ramps is causing some damage and we 
are hopeful that we will have a permanent home for the park 
this spring. Individuals interested in contributing to the cause 
should contact the recreation department. The park will 
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require site work, pavement, fencing and a walkway. 

The Foss Field baseball field lighting replacement project 
was completed in the spring of 2006 and the tennis lights will 
be replaced by the spring season. 

Diligent volunteers from the Wolfeboro Historic Society 
have dedicated themselves to the erection of a historic barn 
on the Clark House Museum property. Roofing and window 
restoration projects are underway and continued improve- 
ments are slated for 2007. 

The year was spent planning for the future. The vision 
established for the updated recreation chapter of the master 
plan states: that “the focus of planning for recreation in 
Wolfeboro should be on improving the quality of life for its res- 
idents and guests both now and in the future. Recreation and 
parks planning is defined as the relating of leisure time for all 
age groups to the space and resources available. Recreation 
activities and parks are beneficial in providing leisure time 
activities. Parks are beneficial in providing social outlets and 
community meeting places. Recreation provides physical and 
health promotion with a sense of teamwork, a feel of fair play, 
and a boost in self-confidence. Recreation is an alternate to 
television and computers. It provides a sense of community 
and an appreciation for the environment — as well as econom- 
ic support for the Town.” 

In September the department welcomed Paul Penman as 
the new Assistant Director for Parks and Recreation. Paul 
comes to Wolfeboro via his home in Scotland with significant 
camp and program experiences, experience with teens and a 
passion for snowboarding. Full time and seasonal staff contin- 
ue to shine throughout the year within the department and 
each of them should be commended for their hard work and 
dedication. As always, we could not do all that we do without 
the support of the community, the generosity of our sponsors 
and the hundreds of volunteers.

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Report of 
Trustees of the Trust Funds 


The Trustees of the Trust Funds have custody of all trust 
funds held by the town and hold the sole authority to admin- 
ister those funds. In 2006, the Trustees continued the work 
of overseeing the trust funds of the Town of Wolfeboro, 
ensuring that they were securely invested and that the 
expenditures from said funds were used in ways that would 
benefit the people of the community. 

Two new trust accounts were established in 2006: 

The Wood Estate Trust in the amount of $392,692.30 was 
accepted by the Governor Wentworth Regional School 
District for “student scholarships, academic aid to graduating 
students, student field trips, guest speakers at the school to 
enrich its programs which cannot be other wise funded out 
ofthe operating budget”. 

The Milfoil Eradication Trust in the amount of $1,000.00 
was established “for the purpose of milfoil eradication in 
Back Bay, Wolfeboro Bay, Lake Wentworth, Crescent Lake, 
Rust Pond, Sargents Pond, portions of Lake Winnipesaukee 
within the Town of Wolfeboro’s boundaries, and any other 
water body within the Town of Wolfeboro”. 

Other activity included the addition of $34,220.00 to the 
Governor Wentworth Regional School District Debt 
Retirement Fund. There was purchase of a new fireboat and 
payment for partial replacement of Foss Field Lights from 
Capital Reserve Accounts. The Trustees also approved dis- 
bursements for many worthy causes including: scholarships 
for Kingwood Regional High School graduates, Meals on 
Wheels, cemeteries, the library, the bandstand, the food 
pantry and financial assistance to the elderly. 

Total paid vouchers for the year amounted to $85,330.71. 

It should be noted that Capital Reserves, approved by the 
voters, have not been on a ballot for funding since 2004. 

The Trustees are committed to insuring the sound invest- 
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ment of all trust funds. Following are statements of income, 
expenditures and investments of the trust funds adminis- 
tered by the Trustees of the Trust Funds for the Town of 
Wolfeboro for the fiscal year ended December 31, 2006:

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Report of the Library Director 


A major goal for 2006 was to increase access to the 
library and its services through the use of technology. In 
June the library began providing wireless Internet access. In 
December the library began the transition to a new library 
automation system that will allow the library to expand its 
web-based services. The new system should be fully opera- 
tional sometime early in 2007. 

The first of the four 29-year-old air conditioning units 
located on the library roof was replaced in October. The 
units will be replaced over a four-year period. A window was 
installed in the library meeting room door to provide for 
increased visibility and security. Audio equipment was added 
to the new projection system in the meeting room. The last 
remaining roof leak was repaired early in the spring. 

Several collections were relocated to help improve 
access. Circulation figures for paperback books for adults 
increased by 150% once they were relocated. Other collec- 
tions with declining usage, such as books on cassette and 
videocassettes, were weeded. The two most popular items 
at the library are DVDs and books on CD. DVD circulation 
figures have increased 79% in the last year. 

The library presented 211 programs in 2006. These 
included book discussions, story-time programs, movies, a 
storyteller, puppets, lectures and the Summer Reading 
Program. Children participating in the Summer Reading 
Program read about 90,000 minutes - a 30% increase over 
last year. In order to increase the number of people served 
by the library’s shut-in service, volunteers began the work of 
delivering books to homebound library patrons. 

The Friends of the Library supported the library’s efforts 
with donations of three tables for the meeting room, a com- 
puter table for the children’s area, a set of children’s refer- 
ence books, passes to six museums, licensing for public 
performance rights so the library can show movies, six pro- 
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grams and all of the materials for the Summer Reading 


Program. 


The library staff and the Board of Trustees will continue to 
explore new ways to use technology to improve the library 


and its services.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES - 2006 


The Library Board of Trustees approved a total revision of 
the Library Personnel Policies Manual. The manual was vet- 
ted by the attorney for the New Hampshire Library Trustees 
Association to ensure the policies were consistent with cur- 
rent law. Library Director Cindy Scott and Trustee John 
Sandeen spearheaded this extensive project. 2006 also saw 
the second year of merit based performance review and the 
new salary program. 

The Fourth Annual Perennial Sale (September) was held. 
Educational materials were provided by The New Hampshire 
Department of Extension. Expert advice was provided by 
Master Gardener Susan Poirier. The Third lce Cream Social 
(June) was held as a “thank you” to the community for its sup- 
port of the Library. These events are developed as joint pro- 
jects with the Friends of the Wolfeboro Public Library and 
supported by many community businesses and organizations. 
Both events were ably chaired by Trustee Jane Newcomb. 

The front bench was refurbished. A glass window was 
installed in the Meeting Room door. New colors have been 
chosen for the front doors. Painting will take place in the 
spring of 2007. 

The Board participated in the Community Facilities Chapter 
of the Master Plan. 

New Town Manager David Owen attended the November 
Board Meeting. The Board welcomes him to Wolfeboro and 
looks forward to working with him. 

The Library Board would like to thank the Library Director 
and Staff for their professional support and their continuing 
commitment to premier customer service.
